Remember, 
that the Grand Vizer keeps in Priſon a Man fit for 
great things at this time, who can do the Nazarenes 
conſiderable Miſchiefs, and procure notable Advan- 
tage to the Muſſulmans, If the old Renegado of Dal- 
matia be yet alive, he is capable of deſtroying all 
Places. in the Mediterranean Sea, Adviſe with him 
abour' the DeſtruRion of Loretto. There is no 
Corſary that has done more bold Exploits, He 
has ſpent Sixry' Years in courfing on the Archipe- 
lago and Adriatieb Sea ; where he has made. hor- 
rid Devaſtarions, with infinite Prizes. He has hke- 
wiſe moſt confiderably damnified rhe Cofſacks,” on 
the Black Sea; He began the Trade at Nine Years 
old in a little Veſſel ; has been wounded in Twen- 
ty, or Twenty two Occaſions, taken Priſoner 
Four Times by our Pyrares, and Thrice eſcaped 
out of their Hands.

Wimar loſt no time, but went and encamped be- 
fore Brizac. He cauſed the Trenches ro be opened 
with great Diligence, and has ſo beſer the Rbine, 
thar nothing can paſs without his Leave. his 
River 1s confiderable for its Largeneſs, and Length 
of its Courſe; carrying Veſlels of great Burthen, 
which makes it much. frequented, 

This Captain perceiving the Town wanted 
Proviſions of all kinds, uſed all imaginable Arrifices 
ro ſurprize it, or carry it by Afaulc. Ir is the 
Capital of -a great Province, where he is Maſter 
of ſeveral conſiderable Places, and ſeveral ſtrong 
Caſtles, from whence, one may ſay, the Place was 
already beſieged.

f # HE Peace agreed on laſt Year, between 

the Germans and Snedes, is not yet fully 
eſtabliſh'd and confirm'd, There has been a 
Ceſſation of Arms fince that: Time. And now 
the Duke Amalfe, on the Emperor's Side, the 
Duke of Vandort for the King of France, and 
he of Er:kin for the Crown of Suedeland, are 
met at Norimbergh, to conclude a Final Ra- 
tification of the Articles. 

During this Conſult, the Suediſh' Army 
are permitted by the Emperour's Agreement, 
ro Quarter up and down in Seven Circles of 
the Empire, and not to be diſcharg'd, rill all 
their Arrears are paid at” the Coſt of rhe Ger- 
mans. *Tis ſaid, it will amount to Three 
Millions of Sequins. This War has laſted 
near Thirry Yeart; in which,-above Three 
Hundred Thouſand Men have loſt their Lives. 

*A&'to the | Eng/iſh Afﬀairs) | the ' prevailing 
Parry there have 'declat'd that. Ancient King- 
dom to be*a Free State, ' arid the Monarchy is 

& Aboliſh'd 
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Aboliſh'd by a Publick 48. Nevertheleſs, 
after Charles was beheaded, his Eldeſt Son 
was Proclaim'd Kng, both in England and 
Ireland, by ſome of the : Nobles and Gentry, 
that were Friendsto that Royal Family. And . 
in Ireland, a certain great Duke appear'd at the 
Head of a Numerous Army, in Behalf of the 
Young K7ng's Intereſt, having layd Siege to the 
Metropolis of that Kingdom ; which, with one 
other Town, were the only ſtrong Holds, that 
reſiſted the King's Party.

Veſlels daily arrive inthe 
Havens of France, who confirm each other's 
Relations, of a Dreadful Naval Combar, be- 
tween our Fleet and that of the Venetian: ; 
wherein they ſay, we have loft Seventy Two 
Gallies, Threeſcore Merchant-Veſſels, and 
Eighteen Ships of War : That inthis Fighr, 
Six Thouſand Five Hundred Muſſulmans 
haye-loſt their Lives, and near Ten Thouſand 
were taken Priſoners. « 

IteM thee, theſe are great Breaches in the 
Navy, which, belonging to the Lord of the 


Sea and Land, has aſlum'd to it felf the Epi- 


ther 
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ther of INV TNCIBLE. Theſe are Ble- 
' miſhes in the Enſigns of high Renown ; Re- 
ches ro the Empire, which we believe is 
ro fubdue All Nations. TI refle& nor en the 
Courage, or Conduct, of the Captain Baſſa. 
Neither am I willing to help forward the Rn- 
in of a Man, who cannot expect to be ho- 
nour'd with a Veſt, a Sword, or any other 
Marks of the Sultar's Favour for his Service in 
this' Sea-Campagne. TI: am Naturally com- 
paſſionate. *Tis nor in my Praiſe I ſpeak it ; 
for, I believe this Tenderneſs, ro be rather 
a Vice of. my Conſtitution, than to have any 
Rank in the Morals, much leſs to be of Kin 
ro the Famrly of Vertnes. T pity a Man falling 
into Diſgrace, on whcem the Weather of the 
Seraghio changes, from which he muſt expect 
Nothing bur Clouds and Storms. Thoſe Fem- 
will prove more Faral ro lrim, than any 
that ever roſs'd his Fleet on the RuMled Ocean. 
In all probabiliry, he will ſuffer a Shipwrack 
of his Fortune, 1f not of his Life. Therefore,

Hay and Corn in their Granaries.Complaints 
artivehere daily from all the Prcvinces, That 
Heaven has conſum'd their Harveſt. 

This the Corr?-Party interpret, as a- Fudge 
ment on them for their Rebe/liens ; cauling it 
to be induſtriouſly ſpread abour in all Comes 
panies, That Heaven is Angry with the In- 
habitants of Guyenne, Bourdeaux, and other 
Prcvinces, for taking up Arms this Year a- 
gainſt rheir Sovereign. I know ridt how far 
this Cenſure is Juſtifiable : But 'ris obſerv'd, 
Thar the People of theſe Rebellious Provinces, 
have recetrved more Apparentand Irreparable 
Injuries by the Lightning,than thoſe of other 
Parts, Several Members of the Parliament of 
Aix, were ound dead in their Beds, after a 
Tempeſtuous Night of Lightning. And,next 
Day,rthe Roof of rhe Houſe where they Aſſem- 
bled, fell down and k1ill'd ſeveral.

haſt no Reaſon to expect ſecure Footing- 
The Blaſt of an Envious Mourh; will make 
thee totter. Thou breatheſt in an Element, 
full of Tempeſts, The ſly Practices of a R:--

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al, may undermine thee ; or, the more open 
Frowns of thy Soverezgn, may caft rhee down. 
Thonart ever Hable to the Malice of rhe Vul- 
, and'not a lirtle in Danger of thy own 


Weakneſs,the Inſeparable Companion of Hu- 


mianity.If rhon ſhouldeſt once look with Dif- 
dain on thoſe thar are beneath rhee, the vaſt 
Diſtance and Height of the Proſpect, may 
make theeGiddy. Therefore, it will be good for 
thee, to have thy Eyes always fixt on thy ſelf.

Therefore, ' the 
E 1cer.emnnians cauſed their Slaves to be made 
#runk in ric Preſence of their Children ; rhar 
fra, 
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from the Squalidneſs of the SpeFacle, they 
might conceive a Hatred againſt rhat Vice, 
which by all the Inſtrusons in the World, 
they would never learn to abhor. 

"The Crimes of ſome in thy S:artion, have 
more! of Sobriery in them, bur leſs Honeſty, 
Wonder not at the Exprefſion, nor accuſe me 
of Impudence.

I carry it with me to 
the Gardens, and Solitudes, and even to the 
Libraries, and Churches: To which Laſt, 
f am obliged to go ſometimes, Thar I may 
ayoid Suſpicion. * | 

The Chriſtians,” when they enter rhe moſt 
Delightful Gardens of Pars,ſpend their Time, 
and weary themſelves, in. walking forward 
and backward. They will meaſure ſeveral 
Leagues, in Traverſing one Alley : Which vain 
Cuſtom, - thou knoweſt, is contrary to the 
Practice of the Eaſtern People, who love ta 
ſolace themſelves, mm fitring ſtill under the 
cool Shades, and feeding their Eyes with the 
Grarefnt Yerdure of Trees, rheir Nofes with 
the fragrant Smell of Herbs and Flowers, and 
their Ears with the pretty Melody of rheBirds:

Tis for this Reaſon, 
thy Narrative aftords 'me fo yaſt a Delight, 
becaule-it treats of 'the moſt Ancient Kng- 
doms and Governments in the World : And 
1s not {tnffed, with"Chimzra's and Fables, as 
moſt Relations of thoſe Countries are ; bur, 
gives a fincere and*rrue Account of whareyer

Intorm both thy ſelf and:me' in Marrers of 'fo 
great Importance, 'than by giving thee'an Ac- 
count of what Progreſs the "Turtars 'have 
made in the Congueft of what 'Emire, fince 
thy Return'to Conftantinople. In my 'Laſt, 
I.acquainted thee with-the (Coronation of the 
Tartar-King at Pekin, Since which, Other 
Veſſek are aartiv'd from thoſe Parts, which 
bring an Account, that the Young Tartarian 
Conquerour, ſoon puſhed forward his Victo- 
rics. And marching with an Army into Co- 
rea, (which Kingdom, thou knoweft, borders 
on China) the Ring of rhat Country, made 
his Submifſions'; and'entring into x Leagne 
with Ranchi , held his Crown in Fee of that 
Victorious Emperonr. | 

Afterwards, he 'haftened ro: ſubdue the Pro- 
vices which remained 'Unconquered,. His 
Merhcd in accompliſhing this 'grear 'Work, 
was 'by''{wift Marches, Hke-another Alex-, 
ander the-Gyeat ; and by hying'Siege'to rhe 
Prineipal Ciry of a Province, which he never 
failed, [either ro\take by Force, or compelled 
ro ſurrender, -that '{o'they -mighr eſcape Fa- 
mine, 
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mine. And: wher- this was done, 'he took 
Poſſeflion, both of.ir and rhe whote Province, 
ſutnmoning: the Cities of Lefſer Norte to fur- 
render ; which they ſe!dom refuſed, afrer they 
had beheld the Fate of the Firſt. Thus in a 
little time, he became Maſter of all thar ſpa- 
cious Empire. 

The Fame of his Succeſs, quickly brought 
Inaumerable Tuyrtars out of ' - their Native 
Country; to follow the Fortune of their Em- 
perour., To theſe, he gave the Chiecf Offices of 
his Army, and continued the Chineſes in the 
Adminiſtration -of Civil Aﬀairs. And, as a 
Token of their Subjetion, he commanded 
all rhe Chixeſes, to cur their Hair ſhorr, and 
to cloath themſelves after the Faſhion of rhe 
Tartar. | 

They givea High Character of this Young 
Prince, who amidt ſo many Succeſſes and 
Triumphs, diſcoyers not the leaft vain Glory, 
bur contains himſelf within the Bounds of 2 
vertuous Moderation, aſcribes all ro the De- 
crees,of Deſtiny, and, is not in the leaſt puf- 
fed, up, with any of his Glorious Actions ; 
which is an Argument, of a- Spirit truly He- 
roick. And yer, this Prince is an Idolater, 
as areall the Tartars of that Nation ; or ra- 
ther, they are Men of-no Re/igion, which 
makes-their Mora/s the more admirable. For, 
according to the Relation of thoſe who came 
haſt from Ching, the Tartars are avery /Tem- 
pray and: Continent Pcople, abhorring thoſe 

ices, which are but roo: common in other 
Parrs of the World, and from which the True 
Believers 
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Believers themſelves are not Free. They 
are Rigorouſly Juft alſo, and puniſh all Man- 
ner of Fraud and Deceit, with Immediate 
Death. As for their Conduct and Courage 
in the Wars,there is no. Nation ſurpaſſes them, 
Few are their Equals. They are Paffionare 
Lovers of an Active Life, ſpending moſt of 
their Time on Horſe-back, either in Hunt- 
ing Wild Beaſts, or fighting with their Ene- 
mies. And their Horſes are the beſt and 
moſt Courageous in the World. There is 
Nothing the Tartars ſo much deſpiſe, as the 
Sedentary Life of Students and Learned Men ; 
accounting them, the Burden of a Common- 
wealth, lazy Drones, fit only ro be ſold for 
Slaves. But Men of Service and Meririn the 
Wars, they have in great Efteem; never failing, 
ro reward ſuch with Dignities and Commands, 
proportionable to their Deſerts and Capacities. 
Nay, ſuch is the Martial Genius of this Nation, 
Thar the very Women Ride to the Wars with 
the Men, and perform Exploits above what 
is expected from that ſoft and delicate Sex. 
Both Men and Women, are habiruafed from 
rheir Infancy, to live in Tents or. Waggons, 
there being very few Cities in all Tartary. 
There they are inur'd to Hunger,Cold, Thirſt, 
and all rhe Merhods of a Frugal and Hardy 
Life. This is thar, which renders them Ex- 
cellent Soldiers, and a Terrour - to all the 
Nations round about them. This is that, 
which ſo ſoon Reduced all China to their O- 
bedience ; the Chineſes, among all their Ver- 
tues and. Accompliſhments , being the moſt 
Effeminate 
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-Efeminate-People on!Earth. This no doubr, 
»thorhait obſerved. 

Brother, T-adviſe thee, to-goi'ro Kerker 
-Haſjan, Baſſz, our Countryman, 'and preſent 
to him thefe Obſervations'on' the Tartars ;

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Empire contains' 4400 wall'd Towns and Ci- 
ties; 3000 Caſtles and Towers of Defence 
on the Frontiers, wherein are always Garri- 
ſoned a Million of Soldiers, who are relieved 
ar due Times, by others of equal Number. 
There are a Million alſo conſtantly kept 1n 
Pay, - to : guard the Governours of Provinces, 
Embaſſadors, and other Officers of State. The 
Emperour of China, maintaining Five Hun- 
dred Thouſand Horſe, to attend his Perſon. 
All this is, in Time of Peace. But, upon 
any Revolt or Invaſion, the Forces are Innu- 
merable. There are in China 331 Bridges, 
Remarkable for their Strength and Magnifi- 
cence, beyond all others in the World ; 2099 
Mountains ; Lakes and Medicinal Fountains 
1472; 1159 Triumphal Arches and orher Mo- 
numents, erected in Honour-of Valiant and 
Learned Men ; 272 Libraries, abounding with 
all Manner of Excellent Books. Temples 
300000, and as many Prieſts, beſides rhe 
Convents of their Religious, They reverence 
3026 Male-Saints, and 208 Female. All 
which have Temples dedicated ro their Ho- 
nour, beſides thoſe which are conſecrated to 
- the Sun, Moon, and Stars, Fire, Air, Earth and 
Water, and to the Heavens which compre- 
hend All, and to the Celeſtial Gods who rule 
- All, and to the Supreme God, Creator of the 
Worlds. In theſe Temples, they celebrate rhe 
Praiſes of their Gods; and Heroes, with Mu-' 
fick and Songs, Incenſe and Sacritices ; belie- 
ving,. that all Things which are conſpicuous 
for the Excellency of their Nature, or from 
which 
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which Mankind receives any General or Ex- 
rraordinary -Benefir, oughr to be worſhipped 
with Divine Honours. In this, they IHer 
not from the Ancient Pagans of Greece and 
Rome, who had almoſt as many Godrand God- 
deſſts,;as there were ſeyeral Crearures in the 
World ; fo that there was no Beginning nor 
Ending of their Superſtitions : And, the moſt 
Learned, and Contemplative of their Prieſts, 
found the Ceremonzes of their Religion, ro be 
an Inexrricable Labyrinth, where they were 
often loft.

We that are Mufſſrtlmans, cannot declaim 
againſt the Do&rine of Praying for rhe Dead, 
fince it is practis'd by all the Faithful, Nei- 
ther- have -we reaſon to inveigh againſt Indul- 
gencies,”-or Releaſes from Penance. Bur that 
the Power of ' granting -and diſpenſing theſe 
Favours ," ſhould be only repoſited in the 
Chriſtian Mufti ; - wilk not-accord with 'the 
Fiith of. a Tru? Believer.: We know who 
{wore by the Hoofs of bis Swift and Faithful 
Elborach, 


- — 
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Elborach, which in One Night carry'd him a 
Tourney of Six Moons, thar from rhenceforth 
rhe Key of Aaraf, or the Place. of Priſons, 
was committed to him. Doubtleſs, rhe Om- 
nipotent can transfer his Commiſſions, when 
and to whom he pleaſes. If he once gave this 
Authority, of Remitting Sins, to the Meſſiah, 
and Peter his Lieutenant, does it follow, that 
all Perer's: Succeſſors , - the Califfs of 'Rome, 
bave ferain'd this Privilege ? There have been 
many Good Men in thar Sear, and nor a Few 
Yicked:: Some Prophets, * and ſome Magrci- 
ans: A Catalegue interipers'd with Saints, 
Martyrs, Butchers and Devils. 

Bur 'ris evident, - they ferfeired their Au- 
thority, when rhey declin'd from the Trurh, 
trom:the unblamablc Profcttion of rhe Divine 
Unity, and relifted the Meſſenger of Heaven; 
{ent ro correct rheir Errors,:reform their Vices, 
and reduce Mankind ro One Law of Purity 
and Light. 

i write not Partially, nor am I imbitrerd 
againl(t the Patriarch of rhe Romans. He's 
a Man like others, ſabjet ro the 477! of De- 
tiny. The Babylonian Califfs” and thoſe of 
egypt; Succefiively enjoy'd the fame Power, 
rranfmirted to them from the Prophet, who 
{cal'd np all the Former Diſpenſations. Yet in 
Time, through their Sins, rhey forfeired rheit 
Authority, rogerher with their Empire, when 
the Brizhe | Ofmans Conquer'd Al Things. 
Then! was the Prophetich ' Office tranflared to 
our Mfr, the Guideof thoſe who pofleſs rhe

Bur, ir ſeems, thar 
Brave Old Soldier,is elevared ro a more Lofty 
Station : He has-enter'd the Inimortal Poſſeſ- 
ſions, being rranſlared r6. an High Seat : For,l 
underſtand, he has his Reſt ih Paradiſe. On 
that Hero, be the Mercies of tlic Supreme 
Indulgent : Whillt I rurn my ſelf to thee, his 
late Succeſſor in that Mzlitgry Honour, but 
now- the Lieutenant of the Shadow of God, 
I rouch the Earth Thrice with my Forehead, 
when I ſalute thee, Great Prince of the Vi- 
zirs, in Token of my Humiliry and Reve- 
rence ; and, in Remembrance of my Ori- 
ginal : That I, who am but rhe Product of 
Duſt, a meer Worm, may nor commir an 
Indecency, when I addreſs ro the Bright I- 
mage of our Auguſ?

Yer, both they and all the Nazarenes, re- 
ſent highly the Strangling of his Inter- 
referer. 

They underſtand not the Meaſures of the 
Sublime Port, full of Wiſdom and Juſtice ; 
and, that by the Terror of fuch Examples , 
the Minifters of the Righteous Throne, ſeek !

T HOU wilt have Reaſon ro wonder at 

a Man pretending Acquaintance with 
thee, whom thou canſ{t not remember to have 
ſeen. "Tis from my Brother Peſtelihal#, thy 
former Maſter, I received the News of thy 
late Preferment, who art thy ſelf bur Early 
in Years. Yet no Time is Unſeaſonable, to a 
Man Mature in Verrue and Wiſdom. 

I knew thee an Infant, in the Arms of thy 
Morher, the Widow of an Arabian Souldier, 
who ſerved my Brother in the }H/ars of Perſia. 
There appeared then, ſuch Evident Symptoms 
of rhy furure Wir and Dexteriry, as prompt- 
ed rhy Father's Captain, to rake thee into his 
Prote-tion and Care ; and thy Mother by her 
Charms, ſoon found a Way to his Boſom. 

I write nat theſe Things ro Reproach 
thee with the M2anneſs of thy Birth. Thy 
Merits equal thee with thoſe who are born 
of Nobles. Tr is not the Cuſtom of the: Ea#, 
to prefer Men for their Parentage, or becauſe 
they can ſhew the Duſty Statues of their An- 
c:ſtors. This is the peculiar Overſight of

Whole Court. All Things ſeem to portend 
another Relapſe of -this Szate, into the Old 
Diſorders. 

Bur this is not of ſo near a Concern to us 
that are Mnufſulmans, as the Quarrels that I 
hear are broach'd between the Fanizaries and 
Spahi's. They ſay, the whole Ortoman Em- 
pire, is warp'd this Way and that Way, . into 
Contrary Factions ; and that the Serag/io it 
ſelf, is full of different Cabals,on the Account 
of theſe Military Orders, It afflits me with 
extreme Grief, to receive Nothing bur ſad 
News. from the Pore, which is, or art leaſt 
ought to be, a Fountain of Foy to the Hhole 
Earth. I pray Heaven avert the Omen ; for 
it looks with an Ill Preſage, when the Cham- 
pions of rhe Divine Unity, are thus divided 
againſt themſclves.

Gage Eben Shahenſhah, the Arabiqn 
loſopher has ſaid ir, and every Mans- 
Experience confirms it, That no Humane 
Care can prevent the Accompliſhment of 
wh-t Heaven has Decrged. There are certain 
Moments of our Lives, wherein Fate delights 
to mock our Wiz and Prudence, to baffle our 


kriteſt Caution, and ridicule all our Con- 


duct ; That we may lcarn the Leſſon of Re- 


fignation , and not truſt roo mych ro our 


(elves. 

WhenT firſt ſaluted the Light of this Morn-- 
ing Sun, my Spirits were Serene and Joy- 
ful: No melancholy Dreams, had left.cheir 
Black Impreffions on my Mind ; no ſadning 
Thoughts. poſſeſs'd my Soul : Iawak'd cheer-- 
tuÞ and ſprightly as the Lark. After I had 
Ador'd the Oxrmipotent, and perform'd my 
Accuſtom'd Holy Things, I began to reflect 
on my. own Happineſs, in thar I had ſo many. 
Years ſery'd-the Sublime Port, in this Station, 
full of Difficulties and Perils, yet by no Mif- 
fortune, had ever betray'd the leaft ſecrer of 
my Commiſſion. It pleas'd me to think, T 
fl paſs'd for Titus of Moldavia, among the - 
French, 'who are the moſt apprehenſive Peo- - 
ple in, the World ; and even in the. Opinion - 
of...Cardinal Mazarini, who, like Fanw, has- 
more-: 
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more Eycs than Two. I Embrac'd my ſelf 
(if I may ſo ſpeak) in the Conceit of my 
Good Succeſs ; concluding, I was born under 
Fortunate Stars, and that no Diſaſter could 
eyer hurt me. 

Bur I rook wrong eaſures of the Pays of 
Deſtiny, which are as Untraccable as the 
Minds. For before Mid-Day, my Sun was 
Eclipſed; the Air of my Soul ruffd with 
Storms, and all my Foy turn'd to Mourning 
and Sadneſs. 

Wilt thou know the Occaſion of my Grief? 
Ir was this. In the Year 1645, according to 
the S-z/e of the Nazarenes, I received ſome 
particular Inſtructions from the then V7F4r 
Azem, putting me in Mind of the HazardsI 
run in this Poſt, and giving me ftrict Charge, 
to beſtow all my Letters in a ſecure Place, 
whether the Tranſcripts of thoſe I write to 
the Miniſters of the Porr, (for I always re- 
taind a Copy of the Original) or the D:- 

ſpatches I receive from thence. 

That Mzniſter . was afraid, leſt I might 
ſome Time or other be diſcoyer'd ; and. con- 
ſequently, thar my Chamber would be 
ſearch'd. Therefore obeying his Hint, I im- 
mediatcly carry'd all my Mritings to Eliachim 
the Few; knowing his Houſe to be free from 
any Jealouſy of the $:.:2e, and rhat rhe moſt 
Important Secrers in the World,might be there 
an Ag- unreveal'd. 

The Letters of my Writing, werg enclos'd 
in One Box. and tFole which T received from 
the Invincible Pert, 1n Another, And this 
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was my Conſtant Cuſtom from thar Time - 
As oft as I writ to the Miniſters of the Divan, 
or. had perusd the Dz/patches which came 
from them, I diſpus'd of both in their pro- 
per Places, leaving all to the Care of Elza 
chim. | 

Bur, neither his Caution nor mine, were 
ſufficient ro prevent the Reſolves of Heaven. 
It was determin'd Above, That we ſhould 
loſe ſome of theſe Papers. Eliachim came to 
me to Day, before the Hour of Vlanami/i, all 
in Paſſion, aftoniſh'd, raving and ſtaring like 
a Mad-Man. As ſoonas heenter'd my Cham- 
ber, he tore his Inner Veſt, which was of 
Crimſon Silk, fring'd round with Gold ; and 
cry d, We are undone, betray'd and ruin'd ! 

I preſently thought of my Mritings ; and 
ask'd him, Whether they were ſafe. In a 
Word, he told me he had loſt the Box, which 
contain'd rhe,Letters ſent from the Miniſters 
of the Por: to me, and that his S/ave a Negro, 
whom he kept in his Houſe, was miſſing 
Thou mayit imagine, Sage Mznifter, that 
this News put mc into no ſmall Confuſion. 
I preſently ſuſpeted, thart,rhis Villain of a 
Negro, had got the H/itings, and was gone 
to Cardinal Mazarins with 'em: But then 
recolleCting with Cooler Thoughts, Thar this 
African underſtood not Arabick, in which 
Language alone El/iachim and T usd to con- 
verie; and, thatconſequently, he never could 
know our Afairs, or read the Letters, which 
might tempt him to ſuch a Treaſon; -I was at 
a Lois what to think of ir: Neither am L 
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berter (arisfy'd now, though T have ruminared 
on it theſe Twelve Hours. (Only I think, 
if Cardimat Mazariyi has theſe Prpers mm his 
Cuftody, ' he 'would have given Orders be- 
fore this Time, ro' ſeize the fappoſed Tirus 
of Moldavia. For, ſome of theſe Letters 
take Notice of my having aſſumed thar Name. 
Bur 1 cannor perceive any Attempt has been 
. made in that Kind, or that any Body has 
been to enquire for me at my Logging. For, 
I fer Spies to obſerve, as foon as I deparred 
thence with Eliechim , which was abort 
Noon. We are now together in a Friend's 
Houſe, where we hall continue till we hear 
farther -of this Event. As yet we are in the 
Dark, and full -of Fears : Bur Time, which 
brings all Things to Light, will convinceus, 
what we have to raft to. 

In the mean while, there 1s litthe News, 
fave a Diſcourſe of a certain Convention ar 
Norembergh, and the Great Fubilee which is 
Celebrated at Rome ; where, they ſay, rhe 
Chriſtians Chief Mufti, the Week before their 
Beir:m, or Exfter, waſh'd the Feer of Twelve 
Pilerims ; and that Cardinal Ludovifgo, en- 
rertain'd Nine Thoufand of theſe Devorres at 
once, with a'very Magnificent Feaſt. They 
fay alfo, Thar the Pope will get this Year Two 
Millions of Seguins,by the Reſort of Pilgrims 
to thar City. 

The King of Denmart;'s Re/idont at this Court, 
has received a Letter, which Certifcs him, 
that tis Maſter has declar'd Prince C;ri/tian 
his. Son, Succeſſor inthe Throne, 
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They talk alſo, of a Marriage lately So- 
lemniz'd between Charles, a German Count, 
and Chartorte, Siſter ro rhe Lantgrave of 
Heſſe-Caſel. 

Bur that which moſt rakes up Mens Ears, 
and employs their Tongues and Thoughts,are 
the Civil Wars of this Kingdem ; which is all 
in a Flame, by Occaſion of the Impriſon- 
ment of the Prince of Conde, and his Brothers. 
The Citizens of Pars are very jocund, at the 
repeated News of the King's il Succeſs: For, 
they wiſh not well to his Arms, whilſt em- 
ployed againſt rhe .Matecontents. 

Huftrious Old Grandee, I wiſh thee the 
Years of Neſtor, and thoſe Calculated by Fu 
Moons of Proſperity. Bur I pray Heaven a- 
yert from thee,ſome of his Moments; where- 
in, they ſay, he was tormented with the Gow, . 
as I am at this Inſtant, Iris a Painhardly ro 
be ſupported.

To the / ame. 


BY the God whom I Adore, and by his Sha- 
dow, I ſwear, There is no Difloyalty in 
Mahmut : Yethis Life is full of Temptarions 
and Perils. The Box of Letters I mention'd 
in my Laſt, is irrecoverably gone, and laid up 
in the Bowels of the Earth; if we may be- 
lieve the Confeſſion of a Man, every Angle of 
whoſe Heart, has been ſearch'd with exquiſite 
Torments, even to Death. 

Eliachim's Slave, the Negro whom I ſpoke 
ef, miſtook that Box, for one very like it, out 
of which he had often ſcen his Maſter take 
Fewels: For, this is the particular Merchan- 
diſe of that Few. And the Weight of each 
was not fo Unequal, as to rectify his Error. 
Lucre tempted him, and the deſire of Liber- 
ty. Whillt the Darkneſs (for he committed 
the Villany before Sun-rifing) and his own 
Guilty Fears, conſpir'd ro baffle his intended 
Theft. The Boxes f ood rogether (ſo Care- 
ful was Eliachim of the Sublime Secrets, as 
not to venture 'em in a Place lels ſecure,than 
that of his Fewe/s) and the Villain haſty to 
be gone, and confounded for want of Light, 
took up that wherein were the Writings, in- 
ſtead of his deſign'd Prey, rhe Fewels. He 
went directly into the Fields, purpoſing to 
bury this ſuppos'd Treaſure in the Earth, 
in 
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in ſome private Place, where he might rake 
it forth at Difcretion. Burt firſt opening the 
Box, to ſupply himſelf with ſuch Szones as he 
thought would be unqueſtionable Pawns for 
Mony , to anſwer his preſent Necefliries, 
that 1o he might - the better provide for his 
Concealment ; he was aſtoniſh'd, - and his 
Heart. became like Lead, when he found 
Nothing but Papers, full of Characters, ro 
which he was wholly a Stranger. A Thou- 
ſand Reſolutions preſerred themſelves ro him, 
in that Agony of his Mind, and he knew not 
which to- fix on, + Sometimes he thoughr ro 
carry the Box back again as he found ir ; and 
fince his Deſign had been thus ſtrangely baulk- 
ed, ro Content himſelf rill another Oppor- 
runity. But then he confider'd, 'rwas too 
late to. return before his Maſter would miſs 
both his S/ave and Box ; for the Sun was 
now” 'far advanced in' our- Hemiſphere, and” 
Eliachim isan early: Riſer. In a Wotd, there- 
fore he thought it the' ſafeſt Way, to bury it 
in the Gronnd , as he firſt intended . had ir 
been the Box of Fewels, and ſo ſhift for him- 
ſelf. Propofing to himſelf this Advantage, 
in hding the Papers in a ſecure Place; Thar 
if they were of Value, he might ar any Time 
make Compoſition with: his Maſter, by difco- 
vering where they were. 

All that IT have here related, is drawn from 
his own Mouth in the midſt of Tortures. 
For Eliachim ſoon heard of his Fugitive Ne- 
Zro, who was- ſeiz'd on the Rode ro Lyons 
by ſome Correſpondents of this Few. Who 
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having Intelligence of ir, rook Horſe immedi. 
ately, and went to the Place. He did not 
think ir ſafe xo make a publick Buſineſs of it, + 
or to arraign him þefore the appointed Fudges 
of the Country ; Bat relying on the Fu/tice bf 
his Cauſe,” and the Right of a Maſter, he pri- 
vately put him to Torewures of divers Kinds;in 
a Houl: where he cou'd command any Thing, 
The ſtout African, ar firit deny'd thar he 
had medI'd with any Box ; ſaying, he clcap'd 
purely for the Sake of Liber:y, Byt when a 
Succeition of divers Tormen*s had quire over- 
thrown his Conitancy, ke confelled all rhar' 
have already related. Elrachim ſtill (uſpedt 
ing worſe, and that he only fram'd this as a 
plaufble Story to be freed from, or at leaſt to 
reſpite the Pajns he ſuffered, cans'd ſharp 
Thorns to be thruſt under the Nails of hisFin- 
gers and Toes ; believing. that the Extremity 
of {en6ble a. Pain,: wou'd'/extort the rrue-Se- 
cret from hin. ' But he-con'd: get Nothing 
elſe from the poor excruciated Negro, though 
now almeſt ready ro expire, than that he had 
hid theBox under-Ground in a certain Corner 
of a Field, our of the Ciry : To which he knew 
not how 10 digedt Elrachim, but promisd'to. 
ſhew'r him if ke wou'd carrychim alive troPars. 
.- This was no hard Task ro-perform, in the 
Opinion of the Few;irt being but a Days-Jour- 
ney tn this Cary, frem the Place where they” 
then were. But he was deceived in his Hopes; 
and now all rhe Applications and Cordials they 
c'd uſe,came too fare: For, that very Night, 
the Negrs breanh'd out bis Soul. 
However, 
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However, when Eliachim came to Pars, 
he follow'd the DiteQtions of his dead Slave 
as well as he.cou'd, in ſearching every Corner 
of the Fields on that Side of the Ciry, where 
this Black had been ſeen to go our. Bur all 
ro no Purpoſe. He cou'd find nothing ; nor 
have we any Hopes, evcr to {ce that Box a- 
gain. Yer I have many Qualms of Fear, leſt 
{ome Time or orher it ſhould come to Light, 
to our Diſadvantage and Ruin. 

I deſire thy Inſtructions, Sage Governeur 
of the Cxpital Ciry, how I ſhall deport my 
ſelf, if it be my Lot ro be diſcover'd. Asro 
the Remaining Box, which has in it the Tran- 
ſcripts of my own Di#/patches, I have taken 
it Home to my Lodging: Believing it will 
be as ſafe here, as in the Houſe of Elzachim ; 
ſince that fairhful Few, is no more exempred 
from Contingencies, than my {clf : And/Thave 
no Servant-to betray me. 

This Kingdom abounds at preſent, in Trea- 
ſons and Rebellions. The French: ſpare nor 
to maſſacre one another, for the- Sake of a 
Paſſion: While the Spaninrds make their Ad- 
vantages of rheſe Inteftine Fends. For, under 
Pretence of affiſting rhe Princes of rhe Blood, 
they ger Footing in Picardy, from whence 


1t will not be eaſy to expel them. Go 
the 


Arch-Duke of Anſtria, is at the Head 
: FRG Army ; and has raken ſeveral Towns, 
longing to the French King. 

When the Orarre/s of theſe Infidels will 
end, I am nor ſollicitous ; my Thoughts being 
ever taken up, inthe Service which I owe to 
the Empire of True Believers, I can- 
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I cannor bid rhee Adieu, Illuftrious Kaima- 
cham, till I have aſſur'd thee, T am macerared 
with Zeal for the Grand S$:gnior7,

Demonſtrations of thy Friendihip and Pro- 
tection, ſo my Breaſt conceiv'd an Indignation 
at the Aﬀront, which has been offer'd to the 
Sublime Pcrt by the Cham of the Tartars, in 
preſuming to demand the Tute/age of our Au- 
gult Emperor. - Itis an Indignity to the M#- 
niſters of Supreme Fuſtice and Honour, Lights 
of the Imperial Divan, ro whom is committed 
the Cognizance of all Human Events; The 
Illuſtrious/iz:rs,who manage the Afairs of the 
Mighty and Invincible Su!taz Mahomet,whoſe 
Throne may God fortify, till the Moon ſhall 
no more appear in the Heavens, 

Thoſe People have been ever thirſty of Rule, 
and 'ris number'd among the Vertues of theit 
Anceſtors, that they enlarg'd their Domini

by the keen Edge of their Swords. Bur in 
all the Regiſters and Archives of the Empire, 
ir has not been found, that any of thar Na- 
tion challeng'd a Right ro Govern our Sultans 
though during their Minority. Ir is ſufficient, 
That they ſhall have the Honour (according 
tothe Ancient Capitulations) to ſucceed in the 
Throne of the Oſman Princes, if ever that $a- 
cred Line ſhou'd be extinct. Which God avert, 
till the Final Conſummatton. 

It is a Wonder,they demanded nor allo his 
Royal Brothers, the other Sons of Sultan Thra- 
him ; that ſo they might ar one Blow, cut off 
the whole Oſman Race, and take Poſſeſſicn of 
the Vacant Throne. | 

I have not heard any Thing theſe many 
Moons, what is become of thoſe High-born 
Infmts ; whether they are alive, or fſacrific'd 
to the Jealouſie of the Sultan, as has been the 
Cuſtom. Here are various flying Reports con- 
cerning them. Some ſay, that thou haſt con- 
vey'd away Sultan Achmet, and that he is pri- 
vately Educated in the Houſe of a certain 
Georgian. The Bleſſing of Mahomet be upon 
thee, and refreſh thy Heart, if thou haſt raken 
this Care to preſerve the Life of an Oſman 
Prince, which is more precious than a Hun- 
cred Thouſand of Common Birth. 

As for So/yman and the Reſt of thar Sublime 
Race, the French give 'em over for loſt ; And 
I cannot contradict 'em, for want of true In- 
rellipence. Beſides, I have Reaſon to fear 
It1s to0 true: In Regard it has been the crucl - 
Practice of all, or moſt of our late Emperors, 
either 
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eicher ro flanghter their Brethren as ſoon as 
they aſcend the Throne, or to put 'em to a 
more lingring Death and Martyrdom in - a 
Priſon. 

'Tis rrue indeed,our preſent Soverergn is not 
yet arriv'd to thoſe Years, wherein Children 
commonly loſe their Native Innocence. I be- 
lieve, he fuſpects none of his Brethren, nor 
harbours any unkind Thoughts againſt their 
Lives. Yer Cruelty may be infinuated into 
his Teader Years, by the Arrifices of his Mo- 
ther ; eſpecially againſt rhoſe of his Father's 
Blood, thar did not alſo partake of hets. For 
Sultan Ibrahim, thou know'ſt, had Children 
by other Women, beſide the Sultana Valede, 

The Malteſes think they have one of theſe 
Royal Infants in their Poſffeflion : Thou know- 
eſt the whole Story of thy Predeceſſor's Voyage 
toward Egypt with his Beauriful S/ave and 
her Son , whom theſc I#fide/s honour as the 
Off=/pring of the Grand Signior. Thou art'hdt 
- Tenorant alſo,that rhis Infant, with his Mother 
were 'Baniſh'd,our of Jealoufie ; by the Order 
of Her who bore in her Womb Sultan Mahi 
met, our Glorious Sovereign. The Remeny 
brance of which makes me tremble, for the 
Sake of the Young Princes, if there beany yet 
remaining alive. Ir is in thy Power to certify 
me , and'in doing fo thou wilt rid me 
much Anxiety. 

T am bur a Slave of the Slaves who ſerve 
the Grand Signzior; and it is not decentfor me 
to deſcant on the Actions of our moſt Ab/#lnte 


Monarch, whoſe Will is not to be contrould. 
But 
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Burt I amſtill a Man, and have ſome Share of 
Humanity'and Realon. Thou alfo art my 
particular Friend, and wilt permit me to di- 
{cource with Freedom.” Was it nor a Bloody 
Feait,to which our King's Great Grandfather, 
Mahemet IIT.invited Nineteen of his Brethren, 
on the Day of his —_—— ? Was ir nor a 
crudl Att; ro cauſe thoſe Roynl Gueſts, in whoſe 
Veiuis-ran the Bſood of his Own 'F1ther, to' be 
ftratigled, before 'chey departed from his Ta- 
ble? No lefs Inhaman was it of M1hometr, the 
late Vizir Azem,to guide the Hand of this our 
Preſent Sovereign, when but Six Years Old,and 
incapable of knowing what he did, ro fign a 
Warrant for the Execution of his Father. 
Well may the Nazarenes call us Barbarians, 
when they corſtemplate theEmpire of theMnſ- 


ſulmans, fupported' by ſuch Unnatural- Me- 


thods. 

Thou that haft the Superlarive Honour, of 
beihg the Immediate Guardian of our Young 
Emperonr, wilt pardon the Liberty T rake. 
Afcribe all ro the Force of my Zeal and Loy- 
alry. Thou arr Valiant and Wiſe. Protect 
thy Charge,as the Chryſta/ of thine Eyes, which 
thou wilr not ſuffer to be hurt by rhe Duſt of 
the Streers.

N Orwithſtanding all my P4:/oſophy, I have 

not Command enough of my Paſſion, 
ro conceal it from-thee,who haſt always been 
the Parraker of my Unequal Fortunes. ' What 
ever Magnanimiry of SpirirI prerended to for- 
merly in my Sickneſs, tis at preſent overcome 
by the Deſire of Eaſe. Ar that Time, I re 
member ſome St0:ica/ Con:iderations made me 
induftriouſly hide from thee the rormenting 
Pains I felt. I endeavoured to diſguiſe my 
Sufferings, and ro paint my Miſery in fſueh 
Colours, that ir could hardly be diſtinguiſhed 
from Happineſs. But now I have not 
Courage enough, to hide from thee my Feats 
and Apprehenfions : And all Seneca's M» 
zals, are too little to hinder me, from com 
plaining of the Uncertainty that we daily et 
perience' in Human Affairs. This is a Theme 
| fo Popular, that were not my particular Mib 
fortunes very preſling, *rwould make me fick 
ro ſay any Thing on a SubjeR, that has been 
in every Man's mouth, fince the Time that 
our Fir Father appear'd among the Trees 
Therefore thou may'tt be aſſured, I am not 
going about ro make aDec/amation,or play the 
Orator;. to expatiate and make large Deſcants, 
on the Inſtability of all Things. Whar I have 
to ſay, referrs ro my ſelf, and no budy an 
ave 
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fave tothoſe who are the Occation of my Me- 
lancholy. 

In the 1oth. Moon of the laſt Year,I ſent a 
Letter to Kenan BajJa, the New Haſnadar- 
Baſſy. I have a Copy of ir by meas I always 
retain of whatever Diſpatches I ſend to the 
Sublime Port, whether to the Publick Mini- 
fters, or my Private Friends. 

I have perus'd this Letter ſeveral Times with- 
intheſe Eight and Forry Hours, and can find 
no juſt Ground of Offence,which that Gran- 
dee cou'd rake thereat: Unleſs he was angry 
with me, for defiring him to be careful in 
rranſmirring my Money. As for the Reſt, 
] only obey'd the parricular Inſtructions, I 
receiv'd from Mahomet the late Vizer Azem : 
Who.commanded me nor to {pare the Greateſt 
Miniſter of the Port, if T had reaſon either to 
counſel or ro reprehend him. For, ſaid he in his 
Letter, To this End art thou plac'd at ſuch a 
Diftance, that beſides the Service thou doft our 
govereign in diſcloſing the Secrets of theInfidels, 
thou mayſt alſo be free to write, whatever thou 
thinkeſt will conduce to his Intereſt, without 
ſtanding in Fear of the Revenge of the Grandees. 
Theſe were the very Words, of the Prime 
Miniſter of the. Q:toman Empire. 

Now I only told him of ſome Miſcarriages 
in his Predeceſſors, warning him to ;be wary 
In his Station. Either he was offended ar this 
Freedom I rook, or becauſe I prefum'd to ad- 
vile him how-to order my B//s. Be-it, which 
It will, ] have a ſevere Reprimand from 
the Reis Effend;, whom TI have the greateit 
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Reaſon in the World, ro eſteem my. Friend, 

It wou'd never have vex'd me,had he wrote 
plainly, and not diſguiſed his Sentiments, 
Bur all was obſcure, ſaving One blunt Ex- 
preflion, which convinc'd rhe, That the real 
Ground of all this Anger was my Letter toKe- 
24n,wherein I defir'd hisCare as tro myMoney, 

Can that Minifter blame me, for being. 
apprehenſive of Wantin a Foreign Country,a 
Region of Infidels, where I have no other Com- 
merce, bur with Courtiers and Strangers ; 
where if I ſhould be inthe leaſt ſuſpected, they 
wou'd preſently put me in Priſon, which 
wou'd hazard a Diſcovery of the Sublime Se- 
erets '? Does he not know, That Money com- 
mands all Things ; and that the Greateſt Po- 
tentates,obey the Power of Gold ? It cannor be 
imagin'd, burtthat a Man in my Poſt, hasa 
Thouſand preffing Occaſions for Money, 
which 'ris troubleſom ro expreſs. And I haye 
had very wrong Notions of my Employment, 
if I deſerve on this Account, to be reproyd 
and threatn'd with ſuch Politick Circumlocu- 
tions: Fur,the Secretary charges me, with Un- 
willingneſs to continue in the Service of the 
Ever Happy Port: As if he thought my Fide- 
lity were corrupted, or thar I had an Inclt- 
nation to the Nazarene Intereſt. 

I rell thee, my Gnet, Perfidy T ever abliorrd. 
This appears to me, the moſt terrible and 
odious of all Vices. I con'd bear the Guik 
and Reproach of a great many Crimes, which 
have leſs of Malice in their Conſtitution. 1 
am not aſhamed of many Venial Fra oy 
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which I daily commir, though the Law is 
ſevere againſt them. Bur,cou'd any Man 
accuſe me of Wilful Treachery, and Ingra- 
tirude, I wou'd pray inſtantly, That the Lu- 
minarics of Heaven might be extinguiſtf'd, 
and thar no Terrene Subſtance, might hence- 
forth have in it the leaſt Potential Light: Thar 
ſo 1 might neither be capable of ſeeing my 
ſelf,. or of being expos'd ro the Eyes of Q- 
thers. And the berrer ro eſcape the Confu- 
fion, which wou'd artend that Horrid Guilr, 
I wonld not only avoid Human Sociery, bur 
if it were poſſible, I wou'd run away from 
my ſelf. 

After all this, methinks ſuch a Tem- 
per need not be ſuſpected, as averſe from 
the Intereſt, tro which he has ſo folemnly 
ſworn, 

I wou'd not have troubled thee with rhe 
News of any other AfMiction; bur, ro be fu- 
{pected of what I never was Guilty of, and ro 
be menac'd in dark Myſterious Terms, nor 
by an Enemy, bur by my Friend , and 
one who has in his Keeping the Immortal Re- 
cords of my Jeal and Integrity ; This curs me 
to the Heart. And I had noother Way to eaſe 
my ſelf, bur by venting my Anguiſh to thee. 

If any of the Miniſters will charge me 
with Weakneſs, or want of Abiliry ro act 
In this S:ation, IT ſhould have no Reaſon to 
repine : Since none of them can think (o 
meanly of Mahmut, as he docs of himſelf. 
I boaſt of Nothing, but a Loyalry tro my 
Truſt, incapable of being corrupred.

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But I forget that I am a Muſulman, and 
rherefore ought to be refig d to the 71/71! of 
Heaven in all Things, without Complaint or 
Murmur. Belides I am infinitely oblig'd, 
in many Regards, ro the Res Effendi ; and 
therefore, he may be allow'd to take his 
own Advantages. Perhaps his Reproofs 
may be Juſt, and 'tis my own Peeviſhnels 
rhar hinders me from diſcerning it. How- 
ever, I coud wiſh he wou'd henceforth 
expreſs his Reſentments with leſs Obſcurity, 
and not give me Grounds to apprehend the 
Lofs of his Friendſhip. 

For, where I once love, I hate a Change. 
And if thou beeſt of the ſame Mind, We Two 
ſhall continue our Friendſhip, ro the Other 
Side of the Grave.

IF thou wilt permir we to learn Something 
from Husbandmen, They ſay, 'tis nor pro- 
fitable ro plow the Fields whoſe barren Glebe 
brings forth Nothing but Briars and Thorns. 
Such are the Grounds of Paffion and Anger 
among Friends. Ler 'em lie Fallow for ever. 
Perhaps, thou wilt call-ir Prefumprion in me, 
to- challenge ſuch a Relation between us. Or, 
if thou owneſt the Title of a Friend, thou 
wilt claim a Right ro reproye me. Be it how 
it will, Reproofs make the beſt Iniprefſion, 
when they are given with Mildnets and Mo- 
deration. Eſpecially they ought nor ro be 
founded on a Mittake, or falſe Ap::rchenfion. 
For they appear like Arrows diſcharg'd in rhe 
Dark,which being ſhor at Random, may by gi- 
ving an undeſerved Wound, make a:; Enemy 
of a Friend, or ar leaſt render a Friend ſuſpe-:

But I tell thee, I will not blow up the Em- 
bers of a Fire, whoſe Flame is extinguiſh'd 
long ago, and whereof by this Time, I hope, 
there remains not the lea# Smoak. TI never 
lov'd to add Fuel in ſuch Caſes : Otherwiſe 
had IT rerurn'd an Anſwer to thy angry Ler- 
ter, 1n the Heat of my Reſcntments, I mighr 
H 3 have 
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have play'd the Incendiary: For I had bath 
Matter enough,and Paſſion ſafficient, ro ven- 


tilare the already kindled Sparks, And, of 


this, I know thou art ſenſible. 

Well ! to make the beſt Conſtruction of it: 
The Haſnadarbaſſy was affronted, I believe, 
at the Freedom TI rook in adviſing him; nar 
knowing that I had Poſitive Orders to do fo, 
even to the Firſt Miniſter of State, if I ſaw 
Occaſion.

I her 
nor a!! ine B1ſſa s and Miniſters of rhe Ja 
p:ril Port: T ſhewtocvery one the Reſpe& 
that is due to his Qua/ity : But I am come 
mandcd ro write with Freedom to all, and 
not to ſpeak, as if I had the Bearded Head of 
a Barly-Stalk on my Tongue, which'is apt 
to ſlip down a Man's Throat, and threatens 
to choak him that ſpeaks whullt ir is in his 
Mouth. This Charge I firſt receiy'd from 
the lateVizir Azem, Mahomet, and it has 
been ſince renew'd with freſh -Inſtructions 
from others of Great Authority, They all 
rell me with much Aſſurance, That one chi 


End of my being plac'd here-.is, that beiag 
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art of the Limits of the O:toman Empire,yer 
holding a conſtant Intelligence, I may freely 
and withou Fear, reprove the Vices and en- 
courage the Virtues of the Greateſt Governors 
and Princes among the Muſſulmans. Nay, 
I am threarned with Puniſhment and the 
Sultan'sDiſpleaſure, if I neglect any Oppor- 
ranity of this Nature, or appear Partial and 
Timorous in my Reprehenſions. 

For, it ſeems, this is judged the moſt rea- 
dy and effectual Method, ro reform the Cor- 
ruptions that arc crept into Conrt, Campand 
City : Since every Man is oblig'd ro commu- 
nicate the Letters which he receives from me: 
And they areall Regi#red by thyCare: Where- 

the Grandees are compell'd, either to live 
withitt the Limits of Jaftice, and their Dury, 
or elſe to be the Diſcoverers of their own 
Faulrs : Which will unvoidably bring them 
into Diſgrace, if not the Loſs of their Li- 
berry-and Lives; or ar lcalt put them to the 
Expence of coſtly Preſents, ro make their 
Atonement. And thou knoweſt , ſome Men 
would almoſt as willingly part with their 
Lives, as their Money, which 1s their God. 

After all rhis, I hope thou wilt nor be dif- 

leaſed, if I perform ,my Duty. Ir is not 
or me to be fighted with Menaces, or ſoft- 


ned with Bribes. My Integrity is Proof a- 
gainſt the Pride of the one,and Baſeneſs of the 
other, Yet I have great eſteem for the Trea= 
farer and thee, with other Miniſters who are 
my Friends. I could, to ſerve ſuch, freely

Choler 

is as neceflary as our Blood. Without the Lat- 

ter, we cou d notlive ; and if we were yoid 

of the Former, our Lives wou'd be as Una- 

five, as that of Snails and Oyſters, We 

ſhou'd be abſolute Drones. 

Hippocrates, the famous Phyſician, ſays 
This Complex:0n is the moſt Noble of all the 
Four,transforming Men to Heroes, and refining 
our Earthly Mold, to a Contſtirution like that 
of rhe Immortal Gods; whoſe Bodies, according 
ro the Poets, conlilt wholly of an Ethereal 
Flame. There- 
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I'm another Achilles, Invulnerable all over, 
ſave the Soles of my Feet, which are the Em- 
blems of our molt render Afe#ions, There 
thou may'ft wound me, with the ſoft Ar- 
rows of pretended Friendſhip. Bur if once 
thou appeareſt, with the Naked Face of an 
Enemy, I'm preſently on my Guard. 

Thou acculeſt me of many Crimes, where- 
of I was never Guilty, loadeſt me with a 
Thouſand undeſerved Reproaches, and all ro 
ventthyCholer: Threatning me withRevenge, 
becauſe I once excus'd the Lateneſsof my Ad- 
dreſs to Minezim Aluph Baſſa, then newly 
Veſted by our Munificent Sultan, by laying 
the Blame on the Badneſs of the Ways, or the 
Inſolence of Soldiers by whom the Poſts are 
often intercepred in Time of Mar: or, in 
Fine, on thy Neglect in not ſupplying me 
with more early Jnrelligence. Wherein 'tis 
eaſy ro diſcern, That thou wert the laſt I 
wou'd accuſe to that Miniſter, though thou 
wert Principally in the Fault. For I was after- 
wards inform'd, that the Poſts were neither 
retarded by any Impaſſub/e Roads, or ftopp'd 
by the Orders of Military Men, bur arriv'd 
here at their accuſtom'd Seaſons.

Grand Signior. And be afſured, I will do 
thee no Harm, ſo long as thou obſeryeſt that 
Rule. 

In fine, 1 adviſe thee to order thy Steps 
like a Man that is walking in the Bogs of E-- 
gypt, where-if he obſerve the Track of thoſe 
who have gone: before him, he may be ſafe; 
bur if his Foot flips, he Sinks in the More.

N the Beginning of the laſt YearT ſent thee 

a Diſpatch, wherein acquainted thee with 
the Impriſonment of Three Princes of the Roy- 
al Blood of France. Now thou ſhalt receive 
the News of their Liber:y. 

They were releas'd by an Order from the 
King, on the 13th Day of this Moon, - and 
arrivd in this Ciry on the 16th, which was 
Yeſterday, atrended by a numerous Cavalcade, 
confiſting of ſome Princes, divers of the No- 
bility and Gentry, and one wou'd think, of 
Half the Citizens of Pars. Even thoſe who 
triumph'd laſt Year, and made Bonfires for 
their Confinement; Yeſterday throng'd out 
of the City, to welcome them Home with 
Acclamarions of Joy , and to congratulate 
their Releaſe. So fickle and inconftant a 
Thing is the Multitude , driven hither and 
thither, with every Artificial Declaration of 
Stateſmen or Prerence of Fa#ion. 

But there were divers Princes and Noble- 
men, who from the Firſt Hour of their being 
(eiz'd, reſoly'd not to leave a Stone unturn'd 
to procure their Freedom. The Grandees 
that were their Friends, retir'd to their Go- 
vernments, and rais'd Rebel/ions in the Provin- 
ces. All the Kingdom was haraſs'd with Ci- 
vil Jars, The Parliaments decreed _ 

*- M8 
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the Court : And there wanted nor Cabals of 
Sedirious Courtiers, even in the Palace of the 
King , to undermine the Roya/ Authority ; 
which the Cardinal Miniſter thought to eſta- 
bliſh, by the Impriſonment of the Princes, 
In ” Places, the K7ng's Intereſt ran Retro» 
ade. 
" Thou wilt not wonder at this when thon' 
fhalr know, that the Princes of France ate 
not Slaves to rhe King, like the Baſſa's of the 
molt Serene Empzre, who owe all their Great- 
neſs, to the ſole Favour of our Munificent 
Sultans. Thefe Princes enjoy all that and 
more by Inheritance , which our Grandes 
acquire only by their Merits, and the Smiles 
of their Soverezgn. Hence it is, that their I 
tereſt 1s riverted in the Hearts of the People, 
who revere the Blood Royal, in whatſoever 
Channel ir runs. 
. Therefore thinking Men blame the Car» 
dinal's Condudt in this Aﬀair ; ſaying, There 
was neither Fuftice nor Policy in it. Indeed, 
if a Man's Wir is to be meaſur'd by the Snceels 
of his Contrivances,the Cenſure of theſePeoplt 
1s true. For the Cardinal ſeems to haye 
made a Trap for himſelf. ; 
Afoon as he perceiv'&theKing was prevaild 
on by the Importuniry of his Uncle, rhe Dulv 
of Orleans, and the Parliament of Pars,'t0 
releaſe the Princes, and that they had ar' the 
ſameTime earneſtly begg'd of him,that thisM- 
2iſter might be remoy'd from theCourt;he {ud- 
denly pack'd up his Moveables, and with-dres 


privately towards the Place, where the Prim 
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ces were Confin'd : Hoping, that though he 
bad loſt his Firſt Point, yer he might make an 
indifferent Afrer-Game, by going in Perſon 
ro. the Royal Priſoners, and affuring them, 
'rwas to him they ow'd their Releaſe ; fince 
it was in his Power to carry 'em away with 
him, as alſo thoſe who brought 'em the King's 
Mandate. For, he travell'd not without a 
conſiderable Guard. | 

"Tis faid, the Princes receiv'd him with 
feeming Compliments and Addrefſes of Ci- 
vility; promiſing their Friendſhip ro the 
Cardinal, now a Voluntary Exile, and in a 
worle Condirion than themſelves. 

Ir is very ſtrange that ſo great a Miniſer, 
who 1nherired all thar Ab/o/ute Power, which 
his Predeceſſor Richlieu had at this Conrt , 
ſhould thus-on. a Sudden abandon his Fortune. 
Bur it is thought, he is nor gone to pick 
Straws. 

However, he has by this timely Flight, a- 
voided the Diſpleafure of ſeeing himſelf com- 
pelld-to depart by an Arre# of Parliament, 
which was publiſhed within Two Days afrer 
he was gone ; commanding him to depart rhe 
Kingdom, within Fifreen Days. | 

The Wite Miniſter, foreſaw this Diſgrace 
approaching, and therefore thought it more 
becoming his Honour, to depart of his own 
Accord : Having ftill the Advantage, to re- 
proach the Srare with Ingratirude , in that 
they have reduced to ſuch Streights, the Man 
by whoſe Auſpicions Condut, France had 


been elevared to an Extraordinary Grandeur 
mn Europe, By 
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By this thou mayſt comprehend, Illuſtrious 
Baſſa, that there is no Stability in Human 


Greatneſs ; but that the Wheels of a Courtier's | 


Life, run through Unequal Tracks, often 
ſticking in the Mrre of the Valley, and nor 
ſeldom rheeatning to overthrow a Man, and 
caſt him Headlong from the Precipice of a 
Mountain. Againſt theſe Inconſtant Turns of 
Fortune , T adviſe thee to be arm'd with 
Moderation ; fince no Man can avoid his 
Deſtiny.

tana Fiſſa. 

Thou haſt ſenr me a large and farisfactory 
Account of thy Obſervations in Afia : Yer [ 
am ſorry, thou hadſt not Time tro penetrate 
into the Re/igon and Secrets of the Indian 
Bramins. I am more ambitious, to pry into 
the Wiſdom and Learning of thoſe Phileſophers, 
than into any otherSpecies of Knowledge what- 
ſocver. Methinks, 'tis pity the Records of ſo 
vaſt an Antiquity, ſhon'd be conceal'd from 
the Reſt of the /orld, and only known to 
thoſe Happy Prieſts, I proteſt, *tis impoſſible 
for me to think of it withour Envy. Bur per- 
haps, itisthe /771l of Heaven, to lock up thoſe 
Myſteries in the Remoreſt Provinces of the 
Eaft, as a Reward of their Conſtancy, in ad- 
hering to the Traditions of their Fathers, which 
know no Origin ; and as a Reproach to all 
other Nations, who in Matters of Religron, 
have been Mutable as the Minds. 

I have convers'd with ſeveral Fe/uits and 
others,* who have been in the 1ndics ; bur they 
ſeem to relate all things Partially, out of a 
Natural Averſion for the Manners of the Eaſt :

I do not repreſent this to thee as a Truth, 
tho' related by that Learn'd Grecian. * Thou 
may'ſt repute it for a Fable, as I do. But I 
this Paſſage be a Hinr,thar I expect from riee 
none bur ſolid Remarks. F 

It wou'd pleaſe me to be affur'd of ont 
Thing, which perhaps thou haſt heard of whe 
thou waſt in Barbary. Very credible Auth" 
report, that when the Phenicians were && 
pell'd by the 1/raelites, and driven into th 
Corner of Africk, they ſer up Two Pilar? 
Marble, whereon they Engray'd theſe men 
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as a Laſting Monument of their Expulſion, 
WE ARE A REMNANT OF 
THOSE, WHO FLED FROM 
THE FACE OF JOSUA, THE 
ROBBER, THE SON OF NUN. 

The Fir#t Invention of Ships, is by ſome 
aſcribd ro theſe People, whom Necefliry 
raught to ſeek Reft on the Unquiert Ocean ; 
fince the more Turbulent Sons of Facob,wou'd 
not permit them ro enjoy any Repoſe on the 
Land, having haraſs'd 'em from one Place ro 
another, - rill at length rhey drove 'em ro the 
very Borders of the Earth. Bur, thou know'ſt, 
the Chineſes prerend to the U/e of Ships, ma- 
ny Thouſand Years before this Depredation 
of the Iſraelites, Every Nation aims to be 
eſteem'd the moſt Ancient. And when there 
was formerly a Diſpute berween rhe Egypti- 
ans and Scythians on this Point, it was ad- 
juſted in Fayour of the Latter ; but the Chro- 
nologies of the Chineſe and Indians, far exceed 
all others in the Y/orld. For they ſeem to 
out-ltrip Time it ſelf in Antiquity ; ar leaſt, 
they rranſcend the Common Date of the YYorld's 
Creation.

being cncompals'd alſo, by Seventeen High 
Mzrnarets; belides mnumerable Domes and Te 
raſſes. Having allo goo Lamps burning init 
by Night, and 300 M/indows to let in tht 
Light ofthe Day. The Revenue of this fi 
mous M»/que, is ſaid ro be 36500 Sequinsd 
Year. They relate many prther things of Fez, 
and the Provinces belonging to ir. Of all 
which. I deſire thee tro ſerd me a Ditſtin 
Account. 

I had almoſt forgot one Paſſage, which 


have xzad in the Ancients, concerning a CF 
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rain ſubrle African, whoſe Name was P/a- 
phon. This Man had rrain'd upa Parrot, to 
repeat very frequently theſe Words, P/a- 
phon s a Great God. When che Bird had per- 
fey learn'd his Leſſon, he ler ir looſe; which 
being accuſtom'd ro a Domeſtick Life in a 
Cage, fled not preſently ro the Fields, but 
perch'd on the Temple of the Town, . where it 
was heard by the People, ro uner the afore- 
faid Sentence aloud, and very often. They, 
Ignorant of the Qualiry of Parrors, and led 
with Native Superſtition, efteem'd itan Ora- 
cle from Heaven. Wherefore immediately 
flocking to the Houle of P/aphon, they offer'd 
Sacrifice to him, and in all Reſpects rreated 
him as a Divinzty. 

Whether this Story be true or no, 'tis ccr- 
tain, Idolatry had no betrer Foundation, than 
Artifice and Lyes : Unleſs we ſhall conclude 
with the Poet, That Fear made the Fir Gods 
in the World. Couſin, ler there be a. frequent 
Intercourſe berween us. Ir will be profitable 
to-thee and me.

Bur I reprehended 
my Kivinan's Folly in one Letter ; and his 
Anſwer. though late, convinc'd me , 
That he was not guilty of Milice, ſo much 
as of Raſhneſs and Creduliry. [ was extream- 
ly oblig'd ro thc Kaimacham, for his Be- 
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nignity and Friendſhip in this Aﬀair. The 
good old Miniſter had a real Kindneſs for me, 
and rook no ſmall Pains to penetrate into the 
Cauſes of my Couſin's eager Paſſion, and Ma 
lice againſt me.

We are or preſent barren of other News, 
five a New Arreſt of Parliament again 
Cardinal M1zavini, and all- his Kindred and 
Creatures; whereby they are declared Enemies 
10 the Szate, and charg'd with a long Ci 
ralogue of Crimes, whereof perhaps tie 
were never Guilty.

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Bur here below, there is an UniverſalTrayſ- 
migration and Metempſ5cheſis of States, and 
Forms of Things FP | Perpetual Flux and Re 
flux of Human Events. Men die hourly, and 
others are hourly born to ſupply their Places, 
One Age treads cloſe upon the Heels of ano. 
ther. And we who live at preſent,as we walk 
im the Steps of our Fathers, ſo ſhall we follow 
them down to the Grave, where our Fleſh by 
anew Metamorphoſis, ſhall be turn'd into the 
Bodies of V/Vorms, Inſects and Serpents: And 
whar ſhall become of our Souls, 1s Uncertain, 

I was born in the Reign of Sultan Achmet, 
from whom our preſent Sovereign 1s the Sixth 
Emperonr, that his aſcended the Glorious 
Throne of the Ottomans.

to the Murder of his Father. 

Yet after all, may not ſhe have left behind: 
her a Party in the Serag/io, or ar leaſt in the 
State, who will ſtudy ro revenge her Fall ; 
or,however,do ſome Miſchief ro prevent their 
own ? Let me not fecm to contradict my 
own Arguments ; and whilſt I plead againſt 
Revenge and Cruelty, appear an. Advocate 
tor thoſe Inhuman Pafſions.

'Burin 
ſtorr, it appears, that notrwithitanding all 
the firicdt Provifian that was, or could be 
made ; ths great E/tate, afrer tthad remain'd 
Sixty Years United, was at Length Divi- 
ded berween Two Princes, both claiming

Since which Time, 
the Duke of Newburgh endeavoured to free 
his Subjects from rheir former Calamities,and 
reſtore things ro their Ancient State. | 

The Eletor of Brandenbargh, making this 
an Occaſion of Mar, has now invaded the 
Doaminions of the ſaid Duke. He is nut gone 
in Perſon, but has fem: a good Soldier, whom 
they call O:ho Sparr, with Four Thouſand 
Men to begin rhe Campaign ; who, 'tis ſaid, 
will be follow'd by a greater Army.

ant Brains. For, no greater was the Original 
Difference between the Lutherans, and thoſe 
of rhe Roman Church. One will be fav'd by 
the Strength of his Phancy, which he calls 
Faith, without doing any Good ork toward 
it : The Other roils all his Life-Time ro me- 
rit Heaven, and thinks he can never do enough 
to obrain his End. He wears out the Paye- 
ment of Churches, and makes the Skin of 
his Knees like that of a Came/, with perpetual 
Kneeling, and Praying to Images and Piures. 
And after all, they may be both damned, for 
ought I know, for their Ill Lives. They tear 
and devour one another like wild Beaſts, and 
think to gain Paradiſe by their Unnatural 
Zcal.

And this Moon, the King being come of 
Age, invited the Prince to the Ceremonztes uſual 
on ſuch Occaſions : Which Conde apprehended 
as a Snare, and ſo fled our of Pars.

The Franks that travel in the” Ea, have 
tranſported kirher ſuch a Character of thy 
Magnanimous Actions, as makes all Men of 
Honour in Love with thee : And I have 
conceiv'd a particular Veneration for thy 
Vertues.

Thou art plac'd in an Eminent Seat, and 
may it with Reaſon be call'd Lord of Lords, 
as thy Ti#/e imports ; for thon art Pofſeſſor 
of the Terreſtrial Parad:/e, , if vie may give 
Credit to the Traditicn of rhe Ancients.

-'1 fee Men every where profcling ſomcRe/#+ 
yion or other ; paying Divine Honcurs to ſome: 
Superiour Being, or Beings, according as they 
have been Eqducared : Which many Times 
rempts me to think, that Re/igron 18 nothing; 
bur the Efeft of Education. 

'Fhen I wonder, how Men when they 
comero Years of Diſcretion, and rheir Rea— 
of is able to Diltinguiſh berween Things 
probable, and mere Romances, can ftiil retain 
the Errors of their Injancy. Tis Natural for 
Chitdren, to be wheadlced or aw'd into a Be- 
lief of what their Parents, Nurfes, or Tutors 
reach them. But when they come of Age; 
they ſoon rectify their miſled Under{tandings, 
in all Fhings, fave the Atairs of Rel:71en. 
In this they are Children (hill, renacious of 
the Sacred Favles of- their Prie/ts, and Obſti- 
nate in maintaining them, fomerimes even ro 
Death: 

It puzzles me to find out the Cauſe of fo 
{range an Effet, Thar Men otherwiſeendu'd 
with Mature JÞ1dgmenrt, and an extraordina- 
ry Sagaciry in all Things clſe, ſhould yer be- 
Fools in Matters of Religion, andi belicye 
Things Inconſitent with the Commone Senſe 
and Reaſen' of Mmkind. 

F could - 
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I could never give Credit ro the FHifforzes 
of the Ancient Pagans, which acquaint us 
with the devour Adoration they paid to the 
Creatures of the Painter or Carver, did nor 
I ſee the ſame practiſed among the Chriſtians; 
Or, that thoſe /i/e Men of Old, cou'd (wal. 
low the Forgerics of their Prieſts concerning 
their Gods and Goddeſſes, were I not an Eye- 
Witneſs, how bigotred rhe Modern Nazarene 
are to the Legends of . their Saints, and the 
Fews to thole more Ridiculous Figments of 
the Talmud. 

It perplexcs me, to ſee Mankind generally 
Jabouring under {o great a Darkneſs, not fo 
much the Effect of Ignorance, as of Super- 
ftitien : To behold Men wcll ver'd in Sci- 
ences, and alt kinds of Human Learning ; yet 
Zealous Afertors of maniteſt Contradictions 
in Matters of Divinity, rathcr than oppoſe; 
or ſo nmch-as examine the Traditions of their 
Fathers. | 

When I behold M:nkind divided into {@ 
many innumerable Different Religions in the 
Hirld, al vigorouily propagaring their own 
Tenets, either by Subrilty or Violence, yet 
few or none ſeeming by their Practice to-be- 
Fieve what they with ſo. much Ardour pro» 
fiſs; I could alnoſtrhink, thar theſe various 
Ways of H/orſhip, were firlt invented by Pt- 
liticians ; each accommodating his Model 19 
rhe Inclinations.of the People whom he- de 
fign'd to:Circumvent, 

But when on the other fide I confider. rhe 
appears ſomething fo Natural and Und

wis'd in the Furious Zeal, and Unconguera- 
ble Obſtinacy of the Greateft Part; Iam 
as ready to Join with Cardan, and conclude, 
Thar all this Varzety of Religions, depends 
on the Different Influence of the Srars. This 
was a famous Philoſopher in Europe ; and held, 
Thar the Religion of the Fews, ow'd its O- 
riginal to the Force ef Saturn, that of the 
Chriſtians to Fupiter, and Ours to Mars. As, 
for the Pagans, he aſſigns ro them many Con- 
fellations and: Aſpets. 

Thus there is ſo equal an Appearance of 

Truth and Falſhood in Every Religion, that 
I ſhould not know how, in Human Reaſon, 
to fix ON any. 
Superſtition renders a Man a Fool,and Scep- 
ticiſm is enough ro make him Mad. To be- 
lieve A Things, 1s above Reaſon; to give 
Credit to Nothing, 1s below it. I will keep 
the Middle Path, and direct my Faith by 
my Reaſon. 

Thar Faculty tells me, that if F were

Is it to any 
"Thing that I have ſeen or can fee, or thar 
can repreſent ro my ſelf under a Figure? Es it 
to any Part of the Univerſe, or no: 

the whole Complex together? No. I have a 
Thouſand kind Thoughts for the Sun, Moon 
and Stars, for the Elements, and many other 
Compound Creatures. My Soul, and that of 
the World, are Uniſons. Burt 'tis the Profennd 
Depth of Eternity, the Infinite and Immortal, 
who is the D:apaſon, and makes perfet Har- 
mony. 

Fa that Being which has no: Reſemblanee 
neither is Divided into Parts, nor Circunts 
ferib'd with Limits ; whole Center is every 
where, Circumference no where ; Whothath 
neither Beginning nos End : Torthe only Om- 
1niprtent, from whom all other Things flow, 
and to whom they all return ;; Fo him TI owe: 
all that I bave, and. wilt pay. whar I can.

TH E Chriſtians ſcem to have too proud 
an Opinion themſelves, and ſer a .grea- 
ter Value on Humane Nature than ſuits with 
Reaſon. They afſerr, thar all Things were 
made for Man, and ftyle him Lord: of his 
Fel:w-Creatures ; as if God had given him 
an Abſolure Dominion over the Re# of his 
Works, eſpecially over the Animal-Generati- 
ms; and that all the Birds of the Air, Beaſts 
of the Earth,and Fith of rhe Sea, were Created 
only ro ſerve his Appetine and other Neceiii- 
nes of Life. I remember a Letter I formerly 
ſent to thee, whercin I diſcourſed of the Car- 
tefian Philoſophers, and rhcir Contempt of the 
Beaſts, in denying them Svus, or the Uſe of 
Reaſon. 
| Give me leave to entertain thee now, and 
divert my ſelf with ſome far:her Remarks on 
this Subject. *Tis a Refuge from Miclancholy, 
L when 
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when I can thus freely diſcover my Thouphty 
to a Friend, who I kriow will nor be Pak 
"ro the Truth. 

I have been long an Advocate for the 
Brutes, and have endeayour'd both ro ab{tin 
from injuring them my ſcf, and to incnlcare 
this Fundamenral Point of Juſtice ro others. 
This is owing to the Example and Philoſophy 
of Mahummed, the Eremite in Arabia, that 
Light and Glory of Retigions Men.

{Paw that was Wounded, as tho' he begg'd 
* of me to eaſe him. Afﬀrighted as I was, 
*T took his Paw in my Hand, and pull'd our

it. Then I waſhd the Wound with my 
own Water, whilit he lay very patiently 
{till T rhroughly dreſs'd it. The Eaſe he 
' found by my Application, made him fall

Things, as long as he liv'd ; Commanding, 
chat he ſhou'd never more be forc'd ro fabour 
or travel. And to complcar the Happineſs 
of the Be:/?, he cnſf'd onr {ome of rhe . 
rifull'ft Mares of 4-.1h/a ro accompany him; 
charging, alſo, rhzt the Doors of the Stable 
ſhon'd be always open, for the. Horſe to go 
in or out, and range when and where 
pleas'd. This was a Generofiry worthy of ah 
Eaſtern Monarch, whom, as thy Letter in- 
forms me, thon hait in Parr imitated... 

Bur ſuch is ſome Mzn's Ambicion, and yain 
Defire to be ralk'd of, rhar rhey care not by 
whar barbarous Methods, they accompliſh 
their Aim : Ir was a Morrive of rhis Nature, 
which rempred Eroſtratus, to ſer Fire to the 
Famous Temple of Epheſus ; which had been 
Two Hundred Years in Building, and was, 
numbred among the Seven Wonders of the 
World. 

This happen'd on the very Night, that A- 
lexander the Great was born, And the Vik 
lain being ask'd, Why he committed ſo de- 

ſtruckive 
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deſtructive a Szorilege; anſwer'd, That iti was 
to bc rr an Immortal Fame- by ſo ſtupendous 
« Wickedneſ3, ſince he cou'd nat hope to be Res 
corded for hy Vertue. 2 

Plutarch mentions a Jeſt, that was made on 
this Deltrution of Diana's Temple. For it 
wis common in every Bodies Mouth, That 
the Goddeſs being call'd that Night to 'the 
Labour of O/ympias, the Mother of Alexan- 
der, cou'd not be preſent ar Home to ſave 
hor Houſe from Burning. For the Genti/es 
beheved, that Dzana, (whom they alſo call'd 
Ixcima) was Invitbly aſiſtant at the Birth 
of Children. 

(However, the Prieſts made no Teſt on't ; 
bubrar up and down howling and making: 
Gaſhes in their Fleſh, - prefaging that Fate 
was that Day buſied, in ſigning the Decree of 
Aſia's Ruin.” This is certain, Thar that very 
Night, 'the Man was born, who was deſtin'd 
whibdue tall 4//a ,, and on the Ruins of 
the Perſian Empire, raiſe the Monarchy of 
he Macedonians.

They take great Pains, and endure 
all-the Rigour of the Froſt and Snow, in 
Hopes of making ſome new Diſcovery. - 
The Vulgar look 'on it, as a great Prodigy: 
There are a Thouſand Opinions among them 
aboutits Conſequences : Every Body fers up 
for a Fudicial Aſftrologer. Nay, the Learnd 
themſclves, and ſuch as are eſteem'd Great 
Philoſophers, cannor agree in their Judgment 
concerning it. Some aſſert, Thatthe Matter 
of the Heavens is ſubject ro Corruption and 
* Change, and that this Comer is generated af- 
ter that Manner : Whilſt others hold a Con- 
trary Opinion. They are all divided, and 
diſpute hotly in as Uninte{/igsble Terms, as the 
Languazes of America are to us of this Conti- 
nent. "They amuſe one another, and them- 
ſelyes, 
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ſelves, with far-ferch'd Words : And all this 
while, for ought I know, the Wifeſt among 
'em may be as much under a Miſtake, as thoſe 
who never ftudy'd fuch Things. All the Þ- 
ſtruments of the Opticks, are fought our ro 
help their Sight; and yer they may be as 
mach in the Dark, as- the Men in Plato's 
Cave.

af Dimenſions : Wherher Matter be Divifi- 
ble, or Indiviſible in the laſt Atome. Whocan 
aflure me, If there be only One Prld, or

Bodies as this Earth, and Inhabited, or no ? 
F tell thee again,there is no Certainty of theſe 
Things. Man's Senſes are roo weak; his I- 
magination too frail, and all his Faculties far 
roo. ſhort, to comprehend the Yorks of the 
Ommipotent, who alone is Wiſe and Perfett 
in.

Wi thon have my Opinion. of this Comet ? 
F am apr to think, "Tis ſome ſuch Globe of 
Combuſtible Matter, as Our Earth appears to 
be, and perhaps burden'd with as many Sin- 
ers: 'That either by the Courſe of Nature; 
or- Decree of Deſtiny, the Enclos'd Fire has 
broke its Bounds, and ſpread irs Conſuming 
Flames o're. the Surface : Which embodying 
themſelves in the Pyramid of Smoke, ariſing 
from fo vaſt a_ Conflagration, cauſe that Ap- 
pearance which we call the Taz! of a Blazing- 
Star.

T worder nor at theDifficuls 
ry thou findeſt, in ſhaking off the Preceprs of 
thy Rabbi's, thoſe Religious Triflers. The 
Influence of Eucation, 1s forcible as that 
of our Birth: And the Habits that are root- 
ed in us in our Te:d:r T-:rs, are harder to 
be diſplanted, than the Inherent Afﬀettions 
of our Blood: This is fignify'd by the Arabi- 
an Proverb, which ſays, The Tutors of T.uth, 
have an Aſcendant over the Stars of their Na- 
tivity. 

I know it has been etccm'd che peculiar 
Glory of thy Nation, that you have' been Ri- 
gid Obſervers of the Traditions of your Fi- 
thers: From which, rather than Lind a 
Tittle, there have not been wanting ſuch 2s 
freely expos'd themſelves, and have bravely 
endur'd Racks, Scourgings, Burnings, and all 
Sorts of Torments, even the moſt exquiſite- 
ly crael Deaths, that the Malice of Tyrants 
cou'd invent. Bur do not I know alſo, that 
in ſome of the moſt Weighry Points of your 
Law,your Zeal has exceeded your Prudence? 
T ſpeak not of the private Bigotry wa 
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Man, or a few ; bur of the Repreſentative Bo- 
dy of your Whole Nation. How fooliſhly 
Superſtirious were your Armies in the Days 
of Mattathias, when being aſſaulted by their 
Enemies on the Sabbath Day, they refus'd 
to draw a Sword in their own Defen-e,and ſo 
were all cur off by the Army of Antiochus ? 
This is no Invidious Remark of your Adver- 
ſeries in Religion, but the Obſervation of Fo- 
ſephns, a Man of the ſame Faith, and ſprung 
7 the Srock of Iſrael, as well as thy 
yelf. 

Now tell me thy Opinion, did your Fa- 
thers do well in thus Sacrificing rhemſclves, 


and the whole Intereſt of I/rae/ to a Miſta-. 


ken Punf/io of rhar Obedience they ow'd the 
Law, or no ? If thou alloweſt the Former, 
pen Mattathias did wickedly in making a 
Decree, Thar from thenceſorth, ir ſhould be 
Lawful on the Sabbarh-Day to reſift their 
Enemies ; and all the Fews were guilty of ma- 
fy Notorious Breaches of the Law, in obey- 
ng this Decree, and fighting on the Sabbarh-

Delivery of your Lay 
on Mount Sinai. Suffer me to plead withoy: 
Suſpicion of Parrialiry : I do not go about 
invalidate the Teſtimony of Moſes, and < 
Prophets. Doubrleſs, the Mo# High came 
down through the Heavens, attended with 
Myriads of Angels, and Thirry Two Thou» 
ſand Chariots of Fire ; and when he ſtood on 
the Top of the Mountain, the Rear of his 
Train had not paſſed the S:kver Gates of the 
Moon. The Sun appear'd in his Circuit, as 
one aſtoniſh'd ; he bluſh'd, and fled away 
from the Eternal Brightneſs, nar able to-en- 
dure the Luſtre of a Glory fo far ſurpafiing 
hs ewn.

They ſay alſo, That 
when this lirtle Fith is inclin'd ro Relt, it re- 
tires into the M/,19/e's Belly, repoting it (elf 
there for ſome Time 3; during which the 
Whale reſts alſo, not daring to venture 
forward, trill his Guide comes forth and leads 
the Way. - If this be true, ir ſcems as if there 
were a League or Friendſhip contra<tcd bc- 
tween theſe Two, they Murually pertorm- 
ing all the neceſſary Offices of Love and Gra- 
rirude. And how this can be done without 


ſome-Speries of Reaſon, I cannot comprehend. - 


Let them at the Port call me Myneſib,_cr 
what they pleaſe, T cannot forbear doing this 
Juſtice to the Fiſh of the Sea, as well as to 
the Animals on Exrth, toacknowledge, That 
either they are indu'd with a Xindof Reaſon ;

Thus Indigniry is common among the Inf. 
dels, who eltecm whatſoever Honour or Dif- 
grace is ſhewn to Images,as done to thePerſons 
whom they repreſent. They have no other 
Exculſc for their /-ſhip of Things made'by 
rhe Hands of Men like themſelves, bur thar it 
is purely Relative,and centers in the Prototype. 

In the mean. time, the Prence of Conde's

In the mean Time, the Poor Exi/d King 
of the | Scots, rakes Sanftuary in- this Cenre, 
with his Mother the Late Queen of England, 
and his Brother, whom they call the Duke.of 
Tork." The EF Trench King allows them all very 
Contiderable Penſions. And the Later. has 
ſome Command in the Army in Flanders. There 
is another Brother aiſo ; bur, little ralk'd of as 
yet, being the Younget of the Three. 

They are Generoully entertain'd here, it be- 
ing the peculiar Honour of this Court, ro bea 
Holpirable Refuge to Princes in Diltreſs. Yet 
Obſerving Men ſay, The King will in Time 
grow Weary of his R:yal Gueſt : It being very 
Chargcable ro maintain - them, «nd their 
Burdenſome Retinue. Beſides, he will have

_ Q:4. up 
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vp a Fountain of Joy, ſerene as Cryſtal, and 
refreſhing as the Waters of Euphrates. 

I. contemplate thee as a Cedar among the 
Trees of the Fore, or as the Durable Oak 
of the Deſart, May Heaven prolong thy Life, 
till rhe Sound of the Trumpet. 

The Commands with which rhou haft ho- 
nour'd me, came in an Acceptable Hour. I 
have receivid them with a Complacency 
which I cannot expreſs. My Eyes were fo 
fix'd on the Lines of Great Purity, thar I 
could not fora long Time take them off. Thou 
haſt hit the Mark of my Afﬀection, in em- 
P1OY1nNg mc to vorite what the moſt Impartial 
Hiſterians ſay of Feſus, the Son of M-ry, the 
Cir:ftians Meſſi as, 

That Hely Prephet, was Horour'd by his 
very Enemies. Fofephus a Learned Few, who 
hy'd in his Time, - and wrote-the Fiftory of 
that Naetic:, makes worthy Mention of 
mM. | 
So did many of the Genti/e Phil:/ophers, 
though they oppos'd his Diſciples and Fellows 
ers. Porphyry, whom the Chriſtians commonly 
repute as a bitter Enemy to, their Profeſſion, 
yer calls Feſus, Wiſe, Biefjed and Divine. 
Thar Sage was cxaſperated againit a certain 
S$:F of Nazarenes in his Time, whom they 
call'd Gneſticks, Theſe corrapred the Do- 
Arines of Plato, and the Theolegy of the An- 
cients; wantonly mixing Human Fables with 
Divine Truths. Againſt theſe , Porphyry 
ſharpen'd his Pen. and 'nor making a Dit- 


ference berween 'them and other Chriſtians, 
drew

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drew upon himſelf the Ill-will of them all. 
Yet he rerain'd a Profound Arrach for the 
Meſſtas... ff 
Would(t rhon 'know the Circumſtances of 
this Holy Prophet's Birth ? They were Glori- 
ous, even in Obſcurity. For, though his Fa- 
ther and Mother were then upon the Road 
to Feruſalem, Strangers at Bethlehem, and 
forc'd for want of Room in the Carvayſera, 
to lodge in a Stable with an Ox and an Afs, 
where the Meſſias was” born, and laid in a 
Manger; Yet in this Contemprible State, there 
came ſome of the Mags our of Perſia and 
Chald.exz, who brought Preſents to the Holy 
Trfant ; And having laid at his Feet Gold, 
Myrrh and Incenſe,they proſtrared themſelves 
on the Ground, and praiſed God, rhe Mo# 
High. King of All, in that he had henour'd 
them with a Sighr of the Meſſias. eG 
This was in the 43d Year of the Reign of 
Auguſtus Ceſar, the Roman Emperonr. Ar 
which Time, one Herod was Preſident of Fu- 
dea. This Man being inform'd Thar certain 
Noble Strangers were come out of the Eaſt ro 
Feruſalem, he ſent for them, and cnquiritig the 
Occaſion of fo tedious a Journey, they gave 
him this Anſwer. LIE

* of Old Time, a Prophet of Great Fame in 
* our Nation, who, among other Prediff;qns

* mits of thy Empire, bringing Preſents fir

* Tpnorant. 

Thou ſeeſt, O Plous Dervich, thar the: 
Meſſis appear'd with-no ſmall Luſtre, even 
m his Cradle. And in his Early Years, he en-- 
rer'd into the Temple, and diſpured with the 
Hebrew Rabbi's, convincing them of an Unt- 
verſal DefeCction from the Primitive Law of 
Moſes: declaring himfelf the Mefſias, and 
yet in Profound Humility acknowledging, 
Thar a Prophet ſhould come after him, who- 
ſhould be preferred before him, the Duft of 
whoſe Feet* he was not worthy to kiſs. 
This Paffage th: Chriſtians. have perverted to- 
another Senſe ; bur the True Faichful, know- 
it was ſpoken only of Mahomet, the SE A L 
of the PROPHETS. | 

The Time would fail me, to recount all* 
the Srupendous Actions of this Man's Life : 
And in calling him MAN, I imitate his- 
own Example ; Since throughout the G7/pel, 
he never call'd himfelf G-d, or the Son of God, 
as the Chriſtians d». but moſt frequently” 
gave himſelf the Ti:/o, of the $-n of Man. 
He rurn'd Water inro Wine, fed Five Thou-- 
ſand People with Five Cakes and Two ſmall' 
Tenches : Heal'd all Diſeafes, reftor'd Sightro> 
them rhar were born Blind, Rais'dthe Dead, 
went Invifibly through Crowds-of. his Ene<- 
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mies, and Finally, was taken up into. Parq- 
diſe. | 

If thou wouldit know more of this Holy 
Prophet ; There are Hiſtorians who ſav, he 
was Initiated in the; Myſteries of the Eſſenes, 
a certain Sett among the Fews. 

Thar Nation, ir ſeems, was then divided 
:;nro Seven Claſſes, Among which, this of 
the Eſſenes was none of the lea(t conſide- 
rable, as being the moſt Religions Qbſeryers 
of the Law. Their Converſation was full of 
Humanity, both among themſelves, and to- 
ward Strangers: Avoiding Pleaſures, as Ene- 
mies to the- Mind, and eſteeming Chaſtity the 
very Cement of all Vertues. Therefore they 
deſpis'd Marriage, as an Entanglement ro Men 
devored ro Contemplation. They had alfo 
an Equal Contempr for Riches. No Man of 
this Seft caltd any Thing his Own, though 
*rwere his Lawful Inheritance : Bur their 
Poſſeflions were in Common, and Equally 
diftribured. 

It was among their Myſterzes, to Anoint 
their Bodies frequently with Oyl, and as 
often to waſh 'em with Running Wzter. 
They neither boughc, nor {old ; nor frequen- 
red the Publick Places: Bur every one com- 
municared freely ſuch Things as he poſleſsd, 
to him that ftood in Need. Thus there was 
a Reciprocal Exchange of Kindneffes and Afli- 
ſtance, according to every ones Faculrty,and 
Power. They were very Afiduous in Watch- 
ing. Faſting and Prayer: Curious'in obſerving 
the Various Names of the Angels, which they 
frequently

frequently repeated, Invocating thoſe Happy 
Beings, as the Miniſters of the King Eternal. 
And thoſe who were exercis'd in this Kind of 
Religious Life, arriv'd to ſo great a Conſtancy 
of Mind, that neither Racks, Fire, Sword, or 
any other Torrures could ever move 'em to 
Renounce their Law, or ſpeak the leaſt Word 
in Contempr of their Inſt:tution. Nay, they 
would rather ſuffer Martyrdom, than - pre- 
vail'd on to rafte of any Thing that had Life 
in it. For they were ſtrict Obſervers of the 
Law, which commands Perpetual Abflinence 
from the Fleſh of Animals. 

It was an Eſtabliſh'd Article of their Faith, 
Thar as ſoon as the Union of Soul and Body 
was diffoly'd by Death, the Former by a Na-

C1 NCE what I wfote laſt in behalf of the 
"Brute Animals is ſo Acceptable to thee,” 1 
will comply with thy Requeit, in continuing 
thar Diſcourſe.

The #gyp:ians Form'd the Images of their 
Gods, in the Similirnde of Beaſts, or Birds, 
or Fiſhes. So the Grecians fix'd the Horns of 
a Ram on the Head of Fupiter's Statue, and 
thoſe of a Bull on the Image of Bacchns. They 


compounded the Image of Pay of a Man 
and 
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and a Goat, and painted the Muſes and Graees 
with ings : And the Port Pindar makes all 
the Gods Winged, and diſguiſes them in the 
Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when in his Hymns 
he introduces them chas'd by Tryphon. Thou 
knowelt alſo, That our Holy Doors affirm 
the Angel Gabriel to have Wings, with One 
of which he once gave a Mark to the on. 

When the Poets bring in Fupiter courting 
Paſiphae, he appears in the Form of a Bull 
And in his cther Am-urs, if we may believe 
them, he chang'd himſelf ſometimes into a 
Swan, then into an Eagie. They report allo, 
That he was ſuckI'd by a Goar. 

For theſe and other Reaſons, the Ancients 
not only forbore ro injure their Fe/ow-Ani- 
mals, but entertain'd them with fingular Af- 
fection and Friendſhip. A Dove was the 
Darling of Semirams. A Dog was the Joy 
of Cyrus. Philip, King of Macedon, made'a 
Swan his Companion. And our Ho/y Laws 
giver, was often wont ro ſport himſelf with 
a Cat, He lov'd this Creature, for its Clean- 
lineſs and Activiry ; and therefore we Mu/:- 
Sſulmans, generally have a Cat in great Eſteem 
and Veneration. 

That Favourite of God, underitood the 
Lenguages of Beaſts, and convers'd as' fa» 
miliarly with them as with Men. So it 1s 
fam'd of Melampus and Tyreſius of Old, as 
alſo of Apollonius Tyaneus, who affirn'd to 
his Friend fitting by him, that a Sparrow 
which he ard chirping to his Fellows, told 
them gf-an 4/5 which be had ſeen fall ws 2

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with his Load, a little Way off from that 
Place. Ir is alſo recorded of a Boy, whoun- 
derſtood all the Voices of Birds, and by' thar 
Means could foretel things ro-come- : Thar 
his Mother, by pouring Urine into his Ears 
when he was aſleep, deprived him of rhis In- 
comparable Gifr, - Fear he ſhould be taken 
from her, and preſented rothe King. \ There 
js no Queſtion, but ſeveral Nations have a cer- 
tain Knowledge of the Speech of ſome Animals. 
My Comntrymen, by a peculiar Gift beſtow'd 
on our Fathers and their Poſterity for ever, 
underſtand rhe Language of Crows and Eagles. 
And the Ancients were ſo well vers'd in this 
Knowledge,that when they convers'd with the 
Birds, - or at leaſt when they heard them in 
their Langyage utter Preſages of what ſhou'd 
ſhortly happen on Earth, they perfwaded

And, all this, to 
cover my real Concern andPaſſion for Egr:'s 
Sufferings ; wao, thou knoweſt, was beloved 
by more than thee and me. I told thee in a - 
former Lerter, Thar I did not dare to rraft 
my Sentiments. thongh d{ſguized, ro a Man, 
who on the ſcore of his new Pref-rmen: might 
become more quick-/ighred than before. and 
would ſoon. penerrare the thin Veil of Words, 
and Spy ſomething in that Diſpatch to my 

| Difad- 


Diſadvantage, ſhould I have ventured to 
deſcant on rhe Sultan's Severity, or Egri's 
Merits. 

Therefore, I thought ir beſt to pretend an 
Indifferency, to which I am as much a Stranger 
asany Man, in Caſes that roo nearly rouch 
our Senſe. *Tis eafie ro give Counſelto ano- 
ther, which in the ſame | Circamſtances, we 
are far from practifing our ſelves. Then we 
can be full of Wiſdom and grave Morals ; 
bur, when 1t once comes Home, all our Phi- 
loſephy vaniſhes : There remains Nothing 'to 
be ſeen, bur a meer Senſitive Animal, without 
Vertue' or Parience. 

My own Experience, but two Days ago, 
forces this Confeſſion from me, when by 'an 
unlacky Blow, I loſt the Sight of both my 
Eyes, for the Space of Eight and Forry 
Hours. *Tis true, I ſhould not have uſed them 
much during a Third Parrof that Time, had 
they not been hurt : Unleſs thon wilt ſay, 
they ate ſerviceable in our Dreams, andhelp 
our Souls to ſpy the Dark Chimera's of the 
Night. However, I remember 'rwas no ſmall 
Grief, even in that Abſence of the Sun, to 
be only Senfible of the Privation by my 
Ears : For whilſt the Windows of my Soul 
were ſhar., 'rwas in vain for thoſe of my 
Chamber ro be open ; which before this Mis- 
fortune, would by letting in the Lighr of the 
Moon or Stars, have convinc'd 'me, that ir 
was Night, withour being beholden tro the 
Clocks and Bells of the Convents for my In- 
religence, as I was under this Affliction. 
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- Then it was,. that in my HeartT unſaid all 
that ] had written to the Eunuch on the Sub- 
zect of Blindneſs, and curſed rhe Philoſopher 
for 'a- Fool or a Madman,who pur our his own 
ys pr for the Sake of his Thoughts. Ienvy- 
ed thoſe more happy Fools, who are without 
Thoughts, but enjoy their Sight, which helps 
to form and regulate the Conceits of the moſt 
Wiſe and Thinking Men. 

Nay, ſuch was my Paſſion and Melancho- 
ly, during this ſhort Eclipie of my Eyes, thar 
I-preferr'd tro mine, even the: Life- of thoſe 
Dumb Animals, whom Men have learned ro 
call Irrational, becauſe they expreſs their Ser- 
timents by Inarticulate Sounds, a D:ale# 
which we don't Underſtand. And, I could 
have almoft wiſhed my ſelf Meramorphesd, 
though ir were into a Dog, provided I might 
bur have thar Senſe, the want of which ren- 
ders our Humanity Imperfect and a Burden 
to-ir ſelf. Or, if thou wilt blame me for 
ſuch a Wiſh, I cannot forbear thinking that 
Dog happier than his Maſter, whom I bave 
ſeen leading a Blind Man in a String along the 
Streets of Pars. How prudently did that 
Faithful Creature aft the Guide, in crofling 
the Way,if any Danger threatned his Charge; 
as a Carr, Coach, or Throng of People ? And, 
all this Conduct was owing ro his Eyes, which 
made him Wiſer than his Maſter ; who, had 
he enjoy'd this-Senſe, mighr not, for ought I 
know, have Surpaſſed his Kind Brute in the 
Exerciſe of Reaſon. 

And 'now I am fallen on this Subject, = 
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the Wiſdom of Brutes, T muſt not forger a Sto= 
ry. which I have read'in Plutarch; as alſo in 
a certain French Author, of a' Dog in the Court 
of the Roman Emperonr, Veſpafian; ' which 
would act to the Life, all the Agonies and 
Symproms of Death at the Command' of a 
Mountebank, who had taught him many fack 


Comical Tricks, ro divert the' Grandees of . 


Rome. 

The ſame Frenchman mentions certain 
Oxen, Which it feems had Learned Arithme- 
tick : For, being employ'd in turning the 
Wheel of a Well an Hundred Times every 
Day, when they had finiſhed rthar Task, 
would nor ftir a ftep more; but having re- 
volyed that Number in their Minds, defiſted 
of rhetr.own Accord ; nor could any Violence 
compel 'em to farther Labour. © * Who will 
deny now, that rhefe Ore#-were Mathema- 
ticians ; Or, Thar that Ship-D 
need to ſtudy Euclid's Elements, who having a 
great deſire ro rafte of ſome Oil, rhar he ſaw 
in-a deep Earthen Veſſel, and nor beingable ro 
pur: his Head'in far enough, by Reaſon of the 
long ftyeight Neck of the Por, afttr ſome 
Study ran to the Ho/d' of the Ship, which was 
Balaſted with Gravel-ftones. Prom thence he 
* brought in his Mouth, ar ſeveral Times, as 
many of thoſe lirtle Stones, as half filling the 
Por, forced the Oil up ro rhe Month, ſothar 
he could Lap his Belly full. Of this, Plz- 
tarch ſays he was an Eye-witneſs. Was not 
this, thinkeft thou, an Archimedesamong rhe

Which Cuſtom agrees not with the. Stomach 
of a Mahometan, who when he drinks either 
Water or Wine, loves ro have them Pure 
without Mixrure. Tuſe it moderately for my 
Health, and to create an Appetire, Bur this 
Evening, I drank a Glaſs of Wine, which is 
like ro make me abhorr it for Ever. In all 
Probability, I ſhall turn as ſtridt and pre- 
ciſe as an Hodgia.

The Chineſes are. ſo bewitched with Love 
of Gaming, T hat when they have loſt all their 
Stakes, they'll pawn themlclvyes,.. their Wives 
and Children; which if the Forrune of the Dice 
run againft them, become alt Bond-Slayes to 
the Winner. Here is a Derviſe in this Ciry, of 
theOrder of the Feſuites, who lately came from 
China. Among other Learned Men.I ſomerimes 
converſe with Him.. He relates many pretty 
Paſſages of that. People, but one is Tragical, 
whereof he himſelf was an Eye-Witneſs. 

He fays, That in the Prevince of Querntong, 
a certain Nob/eman who had ferv'd in theWars, 
and acquir'd great Fame and Honour,was en* 
vied by one of his Neighbors,who likewiſe had 
been aCaprain and much in Fayour art the Cerire. 
Their Emulations carried 'em to many Ill Offi 
ces, and at laſt ro open Defiance.

Apr 
ſtalical Traditions, to the Teft imony of the An- 
cients, the Deerces of Cojnicils, and , the 
Practice of thoſe whom they call the Pri- 
mitive Church. Yer neither Part will allow 
the other a ſufficient Judgment ro Interprer 
thoſe Memoirs of Antiquity, nor an Authen- 
tick Power- to decide, Controverſies of this 
Nature, Thus their Diſputes are like ro 
laſt, till the Final Day of Deciſion, when 
all Human Quarrels ſhall be derermin'd be- 
fore the Grand Tribunel.

It is not in my Power, to adjuft their

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man, Which of them has the Law on their 
Side. Yer,.ifI were inclind to take any Par, 
it ſhou'd be that of the Oppreſſed. Cruelty [ 
abhor : And our Holy Propbet has forbid force 
to be usd in Matters of Religion, ſince the 
Conſcience is Reſponſible tro none but God. 

May that God , from whoſe Unity have 
ſprung all rhe Different Eſſences in the Vorld, 
and all the Variety in Nature, give us Grace 
ro love, the Whole Creation, and not to ſhed 
Blood unleſs in the Sacred Combat.

When, to prevent the Ill Conſequences of 
this Tumultr, Abu Becre and Omar imme 
diately came to them ; and to end the Con- 
rroverſie, Omar ftrertching forth his Hand to 
Abu Becre, ſaluted him Cakph, and lifring up 
his Hand to H2aven, {wore Allegiance to him. 
Which Example ſuddenly preyail'd on others, 
and fo the Tumulr was appeasd. Yet, Omar 
himſelf ſeem'd ro repent of what he had done:

The three Flemings defired no berrer Sport, 
than thus to -cajole "Two the Ableſt Seare/men 
in Ewope. They  polleſſed Oliver with an 
Entire Belief of rher Zeal and Fidelity'in his 
Service : And ir was agreed on berween” em, 
to hold Mqzarini in Play, and that Oliver 
ſhould fend hitn an Anfwer, refuting ro med- 
dle in an Intrigue 'which ſecmed ro carry fo 
litz{e Probability of Succets. ” 

From Eng/z»d thei. Agents paſſed over in- 
ro Jealard. "It havi:ig been to concluded 
before they;parted fram Cardinal Mazarini 3 
that ſo they might there gain more Contede- 
rates, and lay all the Necefiary Trains to 
bring this [0::7:2:e tothe defired Iſſue. Bur, 
Inſtead. of doing either the Prerector 'Or Car- 
dina!” Mazarini this Service, they Wetit in» 
mediately, and revealed the whole Secret to 
the Govirrirr of Flanders. | 

He having duly examined all Circumſtan- 
ces, and being farisfied in the Trurh of their 
Relarions, apd in their Loyalty to. the Kang 
of Spain 3 commanded rhem. tro proceed 1n 
delading both the French ard the Engliſh, as 
long as they could, with fiir Hopes of accom- 
Viſking their Aims. ' Whifft he took Care 
to ſecure Offend, and other Parts of Flanders, 
from all Attempts of this Nature. :

our Fingers and Teeth, Whence it was, thar 
I conld not ſometimes forbear thru ting my 
Hand into a whole Diſh of Mear ; which 1s 
counted a great Indecency in France. And 


afrer I was reconciled to thoſe Nicer Inftru- 


ments of Volupruouſneſs, ſo as ro Carve my 
Meat 2 la Mede ; yer when once I had iron 
my own Plate, I laid afide thoſe Tools as 
Uſeleſs, and tore it aſunder with my Fingers 
and Teeth, feeding a /a Turceſque, . as rhe 
French call it; that 18,41ike a Mufſulman.

I broke up the Seals with- Modeſty 
and Reverence, and my Greedy Eyes de- 
Porr'd the Lines of Profound Wiſdom ; the 
Sentences and Aphoriſms worthy ro be written 
In Letters of Gold, Then 'rwas I bleſs'd the 
Hour of my Nativity, and the more Happy 
Moment wherein I Firſt had the Honor of thy 
Familiariry and Friendſhip : O thou Sincere 
and Eximious Patron of ſuch as love the Sci- 
ences | Renowned for thy Learning and Pro- 
biry of Manners! Prince of the Aifaqui's and 
Dottors | Crown of the Sage Aſſembly of Philo» 
fophers | Oracle of the Age! 
Glory be to God, whs les neither Beginning

Toy to other Morrals is more terrible ro me 
than Night, and the Shadow of Death. 

I complain ro the Elements, but they will 
not hear or regard me. All Nature ſeems to 
laugh at my Afiction, and the Beaſts of rhe 
Field triumph o'er me. As for Men, here are 
none bur Infidels, my profeſs'd Enemies to 
whom I can vent my Sorrows: And I'm 
| aſham'd ro make a Woman my Confeſſor, tho' 
'twere my own Mother, who lives in Paris, 
and daily ſees me. | 

If in this dolorous Condition I prepare my 
ſelf with the accuſtom'd Purifications of the 
Law, and addreſs to the Omnipotent, I know 
not where to find him: His Eſſence is Un» 
ſearchable, and flies from Human Thought. 
I call him aloud by his Ninety Nine Adorable 
Names, but receive no Anſwer, TI repeat his 
Incomprehenſible Attributes, but all ro no 
Purpoſe. In a Word, I fay and do all thar 
the Law enjoyns, the Prophet counſels, Holy 
Perſons recommend, or my own Reaſon ſug- 
geſts, as proper Means to obtain-the Favor of 
Heaven, and a Redreſs of my Calamiry : Bur 
find no Comfort. And, for ought I know, 
that Spaniard might as foon be heard, who 
Deing ignorant what Form of Prayer to ulc, 
rehearsd'the Four and 'T wenty Letters of the 
Alphabet, defiring God ro form ſuch Words 
out of 'em, as beſt expreſs'd the Petitioner's 
Neceffiries. | 

I tell thee, Illuſtrious Prelate, after I'm 
ryr'd with Vocal Devotions, I kave Recourſe 
© 
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to Contemplation. I examine my Paſt Life, 
and find that I my ſelf am the Source of my 
own Melancholy, in nor ſtrictly obeying the 
Law of the Prophet, the Precepts of the Se- 
ors, and the Dictates of my Conſcience : 
And all this, for the Sake of Loyalty to the 
Grand Sipnior, and in Confidence of the Muf- 
ti's Diſpenſation, Now I ask of thee, Whe- 
ther it be Lawful ro commir a Thouſand Vi- 
ces, that I may only acquir my ſelf fairly in 
One Virtue? Or, to think, that in ſuch Caſes, 
the Mufti has Power to diſannul the Expreſs, 
Poſitive Injunttions of our Holy Law-giver ? 
Is the Empire of the Faithful to be ſery'd by 
the Infidelity and Prophaneneſs of Muſſul- 
mans ?

Ler not the Liberty T've taken to tell thee 
of my Sadneſs, diſcourage thee from wri- 
ting: Bur reſt aſſur'd, that whenever thou | 
ſhalt vouchfafe me 4 Letter, tho' I were in 
the Agonies of Death, *rwould call me back 
again.

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Their Addreſs is'Plain and Simple, Bold and 
Uniform, ufing no other Ceremonies or Com- 
pliments in their Diſcourſe or Carriage to Per- 
ſons of the Greateſt Duality, than -ro the 
Vulgar, and thoſe of the moſt Inferiour 
Rank. 

They file themſelves, The True Seed, the 
Offipring of Jacob, Jews of the Promiſe , Iſ- 
raelites wit Fraud, with 4uch like vain 
Titles ; bur by others they are generally call'd 
Suakers. . A 

hey ſay the Ring-Leader of this People, 
profeſſes himſelf ro be the Meſſiss, being in 
all Parts of his Body and Features of his 
Face like Feſas the Son of Mary : Or at leaſt 
'tis obſery'd, Thar he exactly refembles'thar 
Ponrtraiture of him which. Publizs Lentulus 
fent ro the Senate of Rome our of Fidea, 
when he was Governour of that Provence, 
Hence his Folewers ſcruple nor to call him 
Feſus, The Beauty of Ten Thouſand, The Only 
begotten Son of God, The Prophet who # to 
Seal up all Things, the Prince of Peace, King 


of Ifracl, Fudge, Conſolation and Hope of the 


FPorld. 
When he travels, his Diſciples attend him 
bare-headed { which, thou knoweſt, is a To- 
ken of Reverence among the Franks) yet 
they never uncover to any orher Mortal. He 
rides on Horſeback, whilſt they walk on Foot 
before, behind, and on each Side of him, 
{preading their Garments in the Way through 


which he paſſes, The Hoots of his Beaſt - 


tread 
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tread only on Silks, or other Coſtly Srufts. 
And as they enter any Town or City, they 
Chaunt aloud his Praiſes, proclaming him 
the Son of David, and Heir of the Divine 
Promiſes. 

All his Followers pretend ro be Prophets, 
boaſting of ſtrange Illuminations and Rap- 
rures, foretelling Things to come, and re- 
proaching the Vices of Governours and the 
Greateſt Princes, with a Boldneſs which has 
but few Precedents. In a word, they every 
where preach, Thar God is laying the Foun- 
dation of a New Monarchy, which ſhall de- 
ſtroy all the Reſt in the World, and ſhall 
never have an End it ſelf. 

This gives a Jealouſy to the States where 
they live, and therefore they are perſecuted 
in all Places. Yer they appear very conſtant 
in their Sufferings, and tenacious of the Do- 
erinesthey preach. 

They bw in my Opinion, - to reſemble 
one of our Muſſulman Sefs, who aſſert , 
That Feſws the Son of Mary ſhall return 
again upon Earth: Thar he ſhall Marry and 
beger Children, be Anointed King of the Na- 
tions Who believe in One God, =X in-this Glo- 
Tious State ſhall reign Forty Years. After 
which he ſhall ſubdue Antichriſt, and then 
ſhall follow the Diſſolution of all Things. 
Yer the Orthodox Believers reject this Tenet 
as Fabulous. Neither is there any Counte- 
nance given to it in thatVerficle of the Alco- 
gan, Where 1t is ſaid, Thow Mahomer ſhalt ſee 
thy Lord return in the Clouds : Since that on- 


ly 
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ly intimartes the Glorious Deſcent which Mzc- 
ſes, Feſus and Mahomet ſhall make from 
Paradiſe, with Enoch , Elias, and the One 
Hundred Twenty Four Thouſand Prophets, 
ro aſſemble rhe Elect ar the Day of Fudy- 
ment. 

If rhou would'ſt have my Opinion of theſe 
New Relizionifts in Europe, anc their Leader ; 
I rake him to be an Impoſtar , - and his Follow- 
ers to be either Fools or Mad-Men. Even juſt 
ſuch another Crew, as, thoſe who follow'd 
Moſeileima, in the Days of our Holy Law- 
Giver. This was an Arabian Impoſtor, who 
prerended_to fer up for a Prophet, and at- 
tempred ro compole a Book like the Alcoran. 
Bur he was Infatuared with a Vain Arro- 
gance, and there was no Iruth or Elegance 
in his Y/ritings, no Juſtice on his Side, nor 
Underſtanding in him or his Party. To be 
ſhort, both he and they were all cur to pieces 
in the Vale of Akreb, by the Troops of Abu- 
Bicroſſadic, the Firit Cailiph. 

As to thele Moderg Seducers, they are nor 
Mcn of Arms, but a Herd of Silly, Infigni- 
ficant People, aiming rather to heap up Ri.

For that only preſcribes the Methods of with. 
drawing and ſeparating the Soul from the 
Contagion of Earthly Things, and of uniting 
ittothe Deity, which is its Sourſe.

Now I can aflure 
thee, thar Peace 1s concluded, and the Are 
ticles Sign'd on both Sides by the Two Pleni- 
potentiaries. 

I need not repear what I particularly rela- 
ted to that Grandee, My Letters are all pub- 
liſh'd in the Divan, and Regiſter'd. Yer it 
will nor be unwelcome perhaps to thee, ro 
' hear with what Nicene\ſs of Pun&:/io, theſe 
Infidel Miniſters met ro accompliſh an At- 
fair, whereondepends rhe Intereit and Honor 
of their Reſpective Maſters, the Happineſs 
of the Two Kingdoms, and the General Byaſs 
of all the ef. 

There is a little I//and form'd by the River 
Bidaſſea, call'd rhe Ifle of Pheaſants, through 
the Middle of which, a Line is drawn which 
exactly ſeparates the Territories of both Me- 
narchs. is Place was agreed on for the 
Interview of the Two Miniſters. Each had 
his Bridge to enter the Iſland in that Part 
which belong'd ro his Mafter. And over the 
Line of Separation was erected a large Divan 
Or 
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or Council-Room, to be enterd only by Two 
Private Doors, one out of Cardinal Maza- 


rini's Lodgings, raisd on the French Side of | 


the Council-Room, the other out of Don Louis 
a Apartment, built on the Spaniſh 
Side. 

Each of theſe Miniſters was accompany'd 
by ſeveral Princes, and Grandees of the Court, 
and above Sixty other Perſons of Duality , 
with a Guard of Four Hundred Horſe and 
Foot, to ſecure their Bridges, and rhe Place 
of Conference, In a word, Things were ma- 
nagd with ſo much Moderation and good 
Succeſs, that the Mareſchal de Gramont was 
ſent Embaſſador Extraordinary into Spain, and 
receiv'd at that Court with Infinite Civiliries 
and Honour. 

The Subject of his Negotiation, was to treat 
of a Match between the King his Maſter, and 
the Infanta of Spain. His Conduct and Ad- 
dreſs were ſuch, as ſoon procur'd the Cgtho- 
lick, King's Conſent: And from that Time 


the . Marſhal approach'd the Infanta with | 


more than ordinary Submuilions , eftecming 
her. now as the 2ucen of France. Soon after 
this, the Nuptial Contratt , and the Peace 
was murtually Sign'd, ro the Immenſe Joy of 
the Subjes of both Sides, who were very glad 
to exchange the Toils and Calamirics of War, 
for the Sweers and Proat of Peace.

| the Second was the King's ; As for the Third, 
he was ablolute Maſter borh of Xing, Yueen 
and Kingdom. 

During the King's Minority indeed, Dueen 
Mary de Medics, the Relit of Henry IV. 
took the Regency. into her own Hands, and 
managed Things in an Arbitrary Manner, Bur 
the Princes of the Blood, with other Grandees, 
not able ro brook the Government of a Wo- 
man, conſpired againſt her.

His Words came to paſs, and the Effet was 
a diminutive Civil Var 3 when the Ducen was 
forced tro raiſe an Army.to reduce this Prince ro 
Obedience, the Ret of his Parry being Impri- 
ſoned, as ſoon as ſhe heard of his Flighr. 

Whilſt theſe Diſturbances lafted, rhe Moors 
were expell'd our of Spain, to the Number of 
Six Hundred Thouſand. Part of thoſe who 
livd toward the Maritime Coaits, went by 
Sea intro Africk., The Reſt, whole Reſidence 
was farther within Land, ſought a Paſſage 0- 
ver the Pyrenean Mountains, and fo through 
the Southern Provinces of France ; offering a 
Ducat a Head to the Vice-Roy of Navarre, 
for their ſafe Conduct. He, our of Curiofiry 
coming to ſee theſe Travellers, and beholding 
'em ragged and almoſt naked, with Viſages 
like Ghoſts; took Piry on them, and gave 'em 
Liberry of Paſſage gratis: Saying, © God fer- 
« bid I ſhould extort ſo much Money from 
&« theſe miſerableWrerches, who are abandon- 
«* ed to the wide World... 

But,ir ſeems, his Commpaſiton was needleſs, 
For theſe Muſſulmans were too cuntiing for 
him, having their Squalid, torn Garments, 
quilted all over with Gold and Precious Stones, 
Which occaſioned all People to ridicule the 
Vice-Roy's Eaſineſs, and to call him the Friend 
the Gibeonites, | 

I 
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I ſhould appear too Partiaf in reflecting Sa- 
tyrically on this Prince, whoſe Generofity de- 
ſerves Praiſe: Yer I cannot bur ſmile ar the * 
Craft of the Moors, whereby rhey nor only 
eſcaped [paying the accuſtomed Tribute of 
Paſſengers, bur alſo blinded theſe Infidels, and 
rook from 'em rhe Suſpicion of greater Riches; 
which if they had once known, perhaps nor a 
Moor ſhould have carried a Piece of Money as 
long with him into Africk. 

This Paſſage ſeem'd worthy of thy Know- 
ledge, fince it in Part reſembles rhe Famous 
Departure of the 1/-ae/ites our of Eg ypt, tho' 
ic comes ſhort of rhe Robbery and Plunder 
which they committed on rhe Inhabitants, rhe 
Day before they began rheir- Journey. Howe- 
ver, this Story may afford thee ſome Diverriſe- 
ment. : 

As to the Marſhal D' Ancre, the Queen's 
Favourite ; in his Life and Death, he was 
compared to Sejanys, being qualified with the 
like Vertues and Vices, and having much the 
fame Fortune ; his Body after having been 
dragg'd about the Streets by the Rabble, was 
ar laſt rorn in Pieces. 

If thou would'ft know, how the Duke of - 
Luines obtain'd the King's Favour, it was by 
Ingratirude. -For, when he and his Brother 
were firſt brought to Court, they ' were both . 
ſo poor, that they had but one Cloak berween 
'em; and for that Reaſon could not go abroad 
together. Yer being recommended ro the King 
by a certain Nobleman for excellent Falkners, 


they were received into Fayour, Bur hey 


abus'd 
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abus'd the Kindneſs of their Patron ; and infi- 
nuating malicious Things into the Kzng's Ear, 
againft the Nobleman and his Family, cauſed 
him to be baniſh'd from the Conrt, After 
which they managed all Things. 

Then ſucceeded Cardinal Richlieu in rhe 
Chief Miniſtry ; of whom I have ſaid a grear 
Deal in my Former Letters ro the Grandees 
of the Port, and thou wilt find them in the 
Regiſter. I will now add, what I never men- 
tioned before ; That he was very Ambitious 
to be thought a good [udg of Verſe. He gave 
to one Poet, for a Witty Conceit on his Coat 
of Arms, Two Thouſand Sequins, tho* 'rwas 
but a Verſe of Seven Words. Another he 
promored ro an Eccleſiaſtick Dignity, worth 
a Thouſand a Year, for comparing him ro the 
Primum Mobile. Bur he cauſed a Third ro 
be kick'd out of Doors, for his Obſtinacy in 


| - denying toalter a Word of his Poem, which 


the Cardinal diſliked. 

This Miniſter was very Revengeful, and 
amongſt other Effects of his Temper, none 
was more taken Norice of, or reflected on, 
than the Death of Monſieur de Thou, whom 
the Cardinal cur off for no other Reaſon, bur 
becauſe his Father in a General Hiſtory which 


| . he wrote, had repreſented one of Richlien's 


Anceſtors, under a very Ignominious and A» 
bominable Figure, That Hiſtorian was the 
Renowned Tiuanus, of whom, I ſuppoſe, thou 
haſt heard. 

As to King Lews XIII himſelf, he was 
eſteemed a- great Difſembler ; accuſtomed - 
cat 
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careſs rhoſe with more than ordinary Endear- 
ments, whom he deſigned ſuddenly to ruine : 
Whence ir grew to a Proverb in his Time art 
the French Court, when they ſaw any Noble- 
man \{mil'd on, to fay, Hs Buſineſs # done. 
It cannot be denied that this Prince had a 
Great Spirit, and ſome Wiſdom ; yet he was 
obſerved ro take Delight in many petty Acti- 
ons unbecoming Royal! Majeſty, He would 
_-_ much of his Time in Painting, and {end 
or the moſt Famous Maſters in that Art, to 
view his Forks. An equal Inclination he 
ſhewed ro Muſick. And ſometimes he was am- 
birious ro be rhought a good Cook. Once he 
made a Great Paſty with his own Hands, fil- 
ling it with Venz/on only fir for the Mouths 
of Infidels, viz. The Fleſh of Dogs, Wolves and 
Foxes, with other Abominable Animals, of 
which it is not lawful for a True Believer to 
taſte, This he cauſed to be ſerved up to Ta- 
ble at a Feaſt which he made ro ſome of his 
Courtiers, who ro Honour the King's Handy- 
work, eat greedily of the Horrid Diſh, and 
highly praiſed his Skill ; whil{ he diverred 
himſelf with laughing at chem, He had ma- 
ny other ſuch Freaks as theſe, which render'd 
him Contemprtible and Ridiculous to the Gran- 
dees of his. Kingdom. In a Word, he was 
more reverenced Abroad, than - ar Home. 
And this was owing to the Condudt of Cardi- 
nal Richlieu ; who was juitly efteemed the ve- | 
ry Genius of France. 

Illuftrious Miniſter, all-rhat I have faid of 
this Monarch, ſpeaks him but a Man: And

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no body is Wiſe ar all Times. Bur the Follies 
of Princes are more Conſpicuous, than thoſe 
of meaner Perſons.

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There has been an Earthquake lately in 
theſe Parts, -which has put all France in- 
ro a great Conſternation , aſtoniſh'd eve 
Body, and encreaſed rhe Thoughtfulneſs of 
the Wiſe. The Firſt Effects of it were felt - 
by the Inhabirants of the Pyrenees, which are 
certain Mountains dividing France and Spain, 
There it did great Miſchief, overwhelming 
ſome Medicinal Baths, many Houſes, and 
deſtroying Hundreds of People. Only one 
Meſque or Church, which ſunk into the Ca- 
verns below, was thrown up again,and ſtands. 
very Firm, bur in another Place. This is. 
look'd upon as a. great Miracle, eſpecially by 
the French, who, for ought I know, may ' 
cenſure Partially, favouring their own Inte- 
reſt ; in- regard this Church has been diſputed 
berween them and the Spaniards, each Na- 
t:om claiming Righr to it, as ſtanding before 
exactly on the Frontier Line. Bur now their 
Quarrel is unconteftably decided ; For 'ris 
removed by this Convulfion of the - Globe, 
near half a League from irs Former Siruarti- 
on, which is ſo far within the acknowledg'd 
Limits of France. This -the French Prieſts 
magnify, as an apparent Proof of the Juſtice 
of their Prerenſions, and rhe People ſeem very 
willing to believe it. 

As for me, I have another Opinion of 
Earthquakes, and am perſuded, rhat rhey 
are as Narural as the Winds, which no Man 
knows how to draw into any Party or FacCti- 
on, unleſs we believe rhe Stories of rhe = 
{and VWitches, Iam pertuaded, that this G/eb 
bo 
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is much more Ancient than the Generality 
of Mankind imagine it to be : Thar ir has un- 
dergone various Changes by the Predomi- 
nance of Fire and Warer : And thar it is now 
haſtening towards - another Revolution. I 
believe the Central Fire has eaten irs Way al- 
moſt tro the Surface, and kindled all the 
Mines of Sulphur, and other InJammable 
Marter, which -it meers with in its Circular 
Aſcent, Theſe corroding and daily conſu- 
ming their own Vaults, approachirg alſo ſome. 
rimes roo near the vaſt Recepracles of Subter- 
ranean Waters which lie nearer the Surface, 
over-heart thoſe Lakes ; which being thus ra- 
rified inro Vapours, and pent up in the Hol- 
low of the Globe, firive to break forth with 
Immenſe Violence, which cauſes that Heaving 
and Rocking of the Superficies, that ſo ter» 
rifies Mortals. But then the Cauſe is very 
deep and far from us. For where the Surface 
is ſhallow, in ſuch Paſſions of the Globe, rhe 
Earth commonly breaks and tumbles in, with 
whatſoever is. upon it. Nay, whole Cities 
ſomerimes have been thus ſwallowed up. And 
the Danger is eafily fore-known by a ſhorr

much” farther the Earthquake is felt above 
Ground, For the nearer any ſuch Paſſion

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happens to the Center, it muſt be granted, 


thar its Force is extended the wider on' the 
Circumference, This depends on a Mathema- 
tical Demonſtration, and rhere needs no more 
be ſaid tothee who art Conſummare 1n the Sc;- 
ENCES. | 

Whar I efteem a due Reflection on this is, 
Thar tho” there be no Peril in theſe Remote 
Earthquakes, yer we know not how ſoon they 
will come nearer to us, neither can we be at- 
ſured, where or when rhey will happen, or 
how far they will reach. Ir follows there- 
fore by a Natural Conſequence, Thar {ince 
theſe Things are Unavoidable, and all the 
Wir of Man.cannur invent a Means to eſcape 
ſinking into the Bowels of the Earth where ic 
breaks in ; we ought to be carel«{s and In- 
different what Death we die, and only be foli- 
citous, to live like Men, thart is, according ro 
Reaſon. For whether our Souls ſurvive or no, 
'rwill be comfortable ro expire in Peace, and 
full of our own Innocence.

rhe Regiofof Silence and Forgetfulneſi, who 
had made fo great a Noiſe and Buſtle in this 
our World. 

It is reported, that a certain Aſtroloper 
foretold him, he ſhould die in this Moon. 
Bur the Cardinal gave no Credit ro him: Tho' 
one would think he had ſome Reaſon to beljeve 
him in this, for the Sake of a Former Predi- 
Ction of his, concerning the - Duke of Beaufort. 
T have mentioned this Prince, and the Enmiry 
that was between Mazarinz and him, which 
occalioned the Duke's Impriſonment in the 
Caſtle of the Hood of Vinciennes, During his 
Reſtraint, the fore-mentioned Aſtrologer gave 
It our in Pars,. That the Duke ſhould eſcape 
out of Priſon preciſely on ſuch a Day. The 
Cardinal being informed of this, waited till 
the Day came, deſigning ro puniſh the 4- 
Strologer as a Chear, or ar leaſt ro expoſe him 
for an Ignorant Perſon.

The Cardinal mov'd with theſe Words, only 
confin'd rhe 4ſtrologer in a Chamber* of his 
own Palace, And the next Day he receiv'd 
an Expreſs, which . gave him an Account of 
the Duke's Eſcape, and the Manner of it, v7. 
That on the Day before, he had ler himſelf 
down by a Ladder of Ropes into'the Caſtle» 
Ditch, and was no more to be ſeen of heard 
of, Thus the Aſtrologer eſcap'd the Car- 
dinal's Revenge, and got much Fame at the 
Court, which was encreas'd by the Cardinals 
Death, falling out exactly according to his 
Prediction. 

This Miniſter was a very ſubtle Man ; and 
Cardinal Richlieu us'd to tay of him, That if ' 
he were minded to put a Trick on the Devil, 
he wonld. only ſet Mazarini to Work.

France. However, he made himſelf Odious 
0. the Subje&s of this Nation by his Continual 
Oppreſſions ; and they are glad he is gone. 

is a By-Word at Rome, when any Pope 
dies, to ſay, Now the Dag 5 dead, all his Ma- 
lice # buried with him. Bur Idoubt, it will 
not prove true in the Court of France at this 
Junure, For the King will. either find a 
Miniſter Equal in Subtlery ro the Deceas'd 
Cardinal, who ſhall ſupply his Place ; or he - 
-will take the Adminiſtration of Afﬀairs into 
his own Hands. * Be it which Way it will, we 
are like to ſee the ſame Maxims purlu'd , fo 
long as Cardinal Rjchlieu's Memoirs are in Be- 
ing, who firſt raught this Crown to under- 
ſtand its own Strengrh.

of France's Intereſt, He was of a Happy 
Conſtitution for a Courtier, being by Nature 
Debonair, Complaiſant, Aﬀable, and of a 
Sweet Deportment, Yer Experience and Arr, 
raught him to improve theſe Advantages, to 


_ the Height of Diflinulation. You ſhould ſee 


Courtehie and extraordinary Goodneſs flow- 
wg unto, every Feature of his Face; You 
E 2 ſhould 
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mould hear Words breathing from his Mouth, 
tike the ſoft Benedictions of an Angel: Yet ar 
the ſame Time, his Heart gave the Lye to 
Both. He meant nothing leſs, than that a 
Man ſhould find him as 'good as his Word. 
He was ever ready to promiſe any Thing thar 
was demanded of him: Bur in Performance, 
flow and full of Excuſes. Frugal of his 
Prince's Money, and Liberal of his own. Mag- 
mificent in his Buildings, and the Furniture 
belonging to them: Aiming in al Things ro 
exceed” other Men, his Equals z and in ſome, 
ro ſurpaſs even Mighty Princes ; his Supe- 
riours. In a Word, he was accompliſh'd with 
all Qualifications requifite in a Fortunate 
Courtier, and a good Stateſman. 

"Yet after all, this Sublime Genius yeilded 
ro Death : But not like Common More He 
died altogether like himpſe{f, withour ſo much 
as changing thar ſettled Gravity, and Serene 
Air of his Face, as had been Remarkable dur- 
ing his Life. He made the Kzng Heir of his 
Eitare, and bequeathed abundance of Lega- 
Cies.

- They would diflolve the moſt ſtiff 
and moroſe Hadgi into Laughter and Jollity, 
to hear how gracefully they will ridicule the 
moſt ſerious Matters, and turn every Thing 
into Burleſque : For they are Admirable Saty- 
riſts by Nature.

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Iris neceſſary for thee to know, that fince 
his Death, there has been a grear Alteration 
of Religion in thoſe Parts: 'The Inbabirants, 
which in his Time were Rom-tn Catholicks, are 
now all Proteſtants. And ar the Time of this 
Change or Reformation, as they call it, it 
was the General Practice of rhe Proteſtants, 
ro demoliſh all Images and Creſſes where-ever 
they found 'em. Now it was the Cuſtom of 
the Roman Catholichs to ſer ap a Croſs at the 
End of every Sepulchre of the- Dead. Yer, 
{o great a Veneration have the Heemskrkers 
tor the Memory of this Painter, that whereas 
there is not a Croſs to be ſeen ſtanding in all 
the Country beſides ;- yer. his; being of Braſs, 
remains untouch'd, ' as the only Title their 
Daughters can ſhew to his Legacy. 

"T'wasa more Cruel and Inhumane Caprice 
of an Irahan Painter ( I think his Name was 
Giotto) who deſigning tro draw a Crucifix 
to the Life, wheadl'd a r Man to ſuffer 
himſelf ro be bound to a- Creſs for an Hour, 
at the End of which he ſhouw'd- be releas'd a> 

ain, and receive a Conſiderable Gratuity for 

is Pains, But, inſtead of this, as ſoon as 
he had him faſt on the Croſs, he ſtabb'd him 
Dead, and then fell ro drawing. He was e- 
ſteem'd the Greateſt Maſter in all Italy at 
that Time. And having this Advantage, of 
a Dead Man hanging on a Croſs before him, 
there's no Queſtion, bur he made a Matchlels 
Piece of Work on't. 

As ſoon as he had finiſh'd his P:nre, he 
carried 1t to the Pope, who was aftonifh'd, as 
at 
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at a Prodigy of Art, highly extolling the Ex- 
niſtenels of the Features and Limbs, the 
Languiſhing, Pale Deadneſs of the Face. 
the Unaffeted Sinking of the Head : In a 
Word, he had drawn to the Life, not only 
that Privation. of Senſe, and Motion which 
we call Death ; buralſo the very Wanr of the 
leaſt Viral Symptom. | 

This is better underſtood, than .expreſs'd. 
Every Body knows -that it is a Maſter-piece 
ro repreſent a Paſſion, or a Thought well and , 
naturally, Much greater is it ro deſcribe rhe 
rotal Abſence of theſe Interiour Faculties, fo 
as to diſtinguiſh the Figure of a Dead Man, 
from one thar is only aſleep. 

Yer all this and -much more, cou'd the Pope 
diſcern in the Admirable Draught which G- 
etto preſenred him. And he lik'd ir fo well, 
thar be reſolved to place it oyer the Altar of 
his own Chappel: For, thou know'ſt, this is 
the Practice of the Nazazenes, -to Adore Pi- 
Aures and Imaves, Giotto told him, Since he 
lik'd the Copy fo well , he wou'd ſhew him 
the Original if he pleas'd. 

Whar doſt thou mean by the Original, ſaid 
the Pope ? wilt thou ſhew .me Chri& Feſus 
on the Croſ{ in his own Perſon ? No, repli'd 
Giotto, bur T'll ſhew your Holineſs the Or:- 
ginal from wheace I drew this, if you will 
abſolve me from all Puniſhment. 

The good old Father ſuſpeCting ſomerhing 
extraordinary by the Painters thus Capirular- 
ing with him, promis'd on his Word to par- 
don him, Which Giazto believing, gon 

ately 
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ately rold him where it was : And attending 
him to the Place, as ſoon as they were en- 
rer'd, he drew a Curtain back, which hung 
before the Dead Man on the Croſs, and told 
the Pope what he had done. 

The Holy Father extremely troubl'd at fo 
Inhumane and Barbarous an Action, repeal'd 
his Promiſe, and rold the Painter, he ſhould 
ſurely be put ro an Exemplary Dearth. 

Giotto leeming reſigned to the Sentence pro- 
nounc'd upon him, only begg'd leave to fi. 
niſh the Pifure before he dy'd ; which was 
granted him. In the mean while, a Guard 
was ſer upon him to prevent his Eſcape, As 
ſoon as the Pope had caus'd the Pifure to be 
deliver'd into his Hands, he rakes a Bruſh ; 
and dipping 1t in a Sort of Stuff he had ready 
for thar Purpoſe, daubs the Pi#ure all over 
with ir, ſo that nothing cou'd now be feen 
of rhe Crucifix: Bur it was quite effac'd in 
all ourward Appearance. 

This made the Pope ftark mad: He ſtamp'd, 
foam'd and rav'd like one in a Phren'fy. He 
{wore the Painter ſhould ſuffer the moſt 
Cruel Death that cou'd be invented, unleſs 
he dr&w another full as good as the former : 
For if but the leaſt Grace was mifling, he 
wou'd not pardon him. Bur if he cou'd pro- 
duce an exact Parallel, he wou'd' nor only 
give him his Life, bur an Ample” Reward in 

oney. 

The Painter, as he had Reaſon, deſird 
this under rhe Does Signet, that he might 
not be in Danger of a Second Repeal; Which 

was 
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was granted him. And then he took a wer 
Sponge, and wip'd off all the Varniſh he had 
daub'd on -the Pi#ure. And the Crucifix ap- 
peared the fame in all Reſpects, as it was be- 
fore. 

The Pope, who looked on this as a great 
Secret, being Ignorant of the Arts which 
Painters ule, was raviſhed art the ftrange Meta- 
morphofis. And to reward the Painter's treble 
Ingenuity, he abſoly'd bim from all his Sins, 
and the Puniſhments due ro them ; ordering 
moreover his Steward, to cover 'the P:i&#ure 
all over with Gold, as a farther Gratuiry for 
the Painter, And, they ſay, 'this Crucifix is 
the Original by which rhe moſt famous Cru- 
cifixes in Evrope are drawn. 

E need ark; no other Reflection on this, 
Than that as the Suppos'd Murder of Feſus 
the Son of Mary, is the Source of all the Chri- 
ſtians Devotion ; {0 the real Homicide which 
this Painter committed, has made it more in- 
renſe and fervent, by how much the Cruc:- 
fixes drawn after this Pattern, excel all thar 
were ſeen before them, in the Tragical Portrai- 
rure of the Martyr'd _— _.- 

And, from this Reaſon it is, that Painters 
are in ſo great eſteem ameng the 1talians., 
becauſe they form the Gods which thoſe Infe- 
dels Adore. +It is no wonder therefore, thar 


the Chief Head of their Church, ſhould ſo ea- 


fily Abſolve Murder in a Painter, as a Venial 
Sin, eſpecially when ir is done in Ordine ad 
Deum, as the Feſuits ſay, that is, to pro-

I had nor been long in this City, before I 
ſent a Letter to Bedredin, Superiour of the Dey- 
viſe; of Cogni in Natolia, whoſe Soul is now 
with God; wherein I gave him an. Account of 
the Converſe I once had with a Feſuwte. For, 
prerending to be a Studext and. Retainer to the 
Clergy, I cou'd not avoid the pany of 
Eccleſiaſticks : Beſides, It was my Intereſt ro 
infinuate into their Acquaintance; and to tell 
the Truth, I have made it a great Part of my 
Buſineſs to gain a Familiarity with Prieſts, and 
Dervi/es ever ſince I came hither. 

There was Abundance of Reaſon for this, 
on ſeveral Accounts. For I improvd my 
ſelf much by the Society of thole amongſt 
them that are Learned; and I edify'd not a lirtle 
by the very Ignorance and Follies of others. 
rage I _—_ or Secrets - State, and 
the Deſigns of Cabals: By others I penetrated 
into the Nyſterions Vices of their own Order. 
In a Word, all of them raught me ſomething

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er other which I knew not before; and I ne- 
ver had Occaſion tg repent of keeping them 
Company. 

I contracted a particular Friendſhip with 
an Honeſt 'Friar or Two in this City, who 
were Perſons of Candour and Learning : Bur, 
now they are Dead.Beſides,I have had no ſmall 
Intimacy with Cardinal Reichlieu, and his 
Succeflor Mazarini. I tell thee, if I had nor 
coyeted the Friendſhip of theſe Princely 
Prieſts, yer it - had been impoſſible to eſcape 
their Knowledge, as obſcure a Figure as I 
make.

Cparn. 

It ſeems an Embaſſador from Sueden ar- 
riv'd at the Engliſh Ceurt in the 10th, Moon of 
the laſt Year: The French Embaſſador lent his 
Coaches to honour his Publick Entry, as is U- 
{ual between Friends. Bur the Spaniſh Em- 
baſſador, deſigning to affront the French, ſent 
his Coachegallo to attend the Ceremony, ac- 
comparifed by his own Servants and a Rabble 
of Idle Perſons whom he had hir'd on Pur- 
pole. Theſe fell on the French as they were 
paſſing - along the Street, killd ſeveral of 
them; and by Force ſtopp'd their Coaches, rill 
choſe of the Spamſh Embaſſador were gor be- 
fore them ; the Preheminence of Place being 
the Chief Thing aim'd ar. 

This was highly reſented ar the French 
Court, and every body thought that a. freſh 
War would break our again berween rhe T wo 
Nations on this Account. The angry Young 
Monarch commanded the Spaniſh Embaſſa- 
dor reſident here to depart the Kingdom ; and 
when another was ſent ro ſupply his Place, 
the King forbad him to-enter bis Dominions. 
Complamrs were made: ar 'Madrid, and. all 
Things rended to a Rupture. Till at Length 
the' Kip of Spain, having promiſed to make 
Satisfaction, his Embaſſador wag received =

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this Court, who affured the King, That his 
Maſter difavow'd the Action of his Min#- 
fſter in England, and had given expreſs Com- 
mand to all his Embaſſadors in Foreign Courts, 
not to diſpute the Place :with' thoſe of France, 
bur-ro yield it ro the latrer, where they ſhould 
both be preſent ar the ſame Entry. This was 
declar'd in the Preſence- of Thirty / Foreign 
Miniſters reſiding at ' this Court. 'Which has 
rais'd a. vaſt Repuration to the King of France 
among-all his Neighbours, and itrack the 
greater Reverence into his Subje#s ar Home. 
Ina word,he is look'd-upon as-the moſt For. 
runare Prince in Chriſtendom, and every State 
courts - his Friendſhip. He gives the Law ro 
the reſt of Europe, yet remains himſelf Ar. 
birrary and above Controul, 
' How long his Afﬀairs-will continne ar this 
Heighr, is known only ro God, who exalts and 
abaſes whom he pleaſes; who is the fole Mo- 
narch of all Things, Reigning for ever with- 
out the leaſt Shadow of Reyolution or 
Change. :

JT was late when I fniſh'd my other Letter, 
being the Hour of the Devil's Range, when 
the Infernal Spirits are permitted ro air them- 
ſelves in this Upper World, Methought I 
heard the Clattering Eccho of the Gates of 
Paradiſe, which are ſhut at that Seaſon to 
keep out the D.emons from entring and di- 
furbing the Repoſe of rhe Bleſſ'd. This 
made me conclude fo abruptly, left ſome bu- 
fe Scribe of the Dark Regions, ſhou'd have 
inſerted Evil in my Letter whilſtI were aſleep. 
I recommended my ſelf ro God, and went to 
Bed. After Two Hours Reſt awaking, I 
perceiv'd by the Crowing of the Cocks, That + 
the Troops of Hel! were retir'd ro their Dex, 
chas'd down by Arfurus, and the Guardian 
Conſtellations of the Sruth, and by the Angels : 
of the Second Watch. Then I aroſe, and chear- 
fully addreſs'd my elf ro God, praiſing him 
for the Succefſive Benefits of Day and Night, 
and extolling his Magnit:cent Works, with 
the exquifire Order thar he has eſtabliſh'd in 
the World. Remembring alſo that I was a 
Man, and not born to ſleep, bur ro ſerve the 
Grand Signior and my Friends, I readily ſer 
Pen to Paper again, to give theg a farther Ac- / 
count of the French King and his Court, with 
fuch Occurrences as have happen'd of late.

It ſeems, the Pope's Guards on the 20th. of 
the 8th. Moon, made an Attempt on the Life 
of this Minsfter, and of his Wite : They alſo 
pur Barbarous Abuſes on afl the French thar 
were in that Ciry : Infomuch as the Duke and 
Dutcheſs of Crequi, were oblig'd ro quir 
Rome privately, and retire into Toſcany ; being 
advis'd to rake this Courſe, by all the Cards- 
nals and other Grandees, that are Friends to 
France. . 

The. King received News of this, by an 
Expreſſ which came from the Duke of Crequs 
on the 11th, of the 9th, Moon.

This was only a Tryal of our Fidelity, 
Conduct, and Obedience : Or perbaps *rwas 
no more than a Caprice of Policy, or a-vain 
Whim of State. For, 'ris uſual with great 
Men, thus to practiſe Experiments on thoſe 
whom they Jefien ro employ in the moſt 
important Aﬀairs. Wharever it be, we have 
acquitted our ſelves like Truſty Slaves ; and 
thar's enough for us. 

This comes to thy Hand by an Armenian 
Merchant : One in whom I confide, Here 
are Abundance of that Nation'in Pars and 
other Parts of France. They travel up and 
down from one Country and Ciry to ano- 
ther, under- the Pretext of Trading ; bur are 
really Spies, ſent from the Princes of the Eaſt, 
ro obſerve the Counſels of theſe Weſtern 
Courts, the Deſigns of Nazarene Monarchs, 
and to rake an exact Eſtimare of the Strength 
and Riches of theſe Infidels, For, though

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lowers of Feſis, yer in their Hearts they be.

There is a Kind of Magick in Truth , 
which forcibly carries the Mind along with it.

of. his Fathers; Or, cou'd Ibrahim the Belo» 
ved of- God, do any thing contrary to the 
Divine Will > How then cou'd he be guilty: 
of difinheriring I/ma:! his Eldeſt Son, the 
Flower of his Strength, and Firſt-Frwr of 
his Vigor > Doubtleſs the Majeſty and Light 
of God which paſs'd from Adam to Seth 
Enoch, Noab and Ibrahim; reſted allo on 
I/macl, Heir Apparent of the Divine Pre+ 
miſes, Father of many Princes and Noble 
Narions. 

Let thoſe therefore of thy Nation, ceale | 
to boaſt of rheir Pedigree, and exalr _ 
elyes 
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ſelves above the Victorious and Triumphanr 
Iſmaelites, Children of a high Stock, a Race 
wherein ſhines forth the Luſtre of the Ancient 
Renown, and the Right of Primogeniture : 
A Lineage of Iluftrious Honour , multi» 
ply'd as the Leaves of the Trees, numerous 
as the Stars.of Heaven , proſperous in all 
Things, by the Special Benediction of God. 
Whereas, thou knoweſt, the Iſraelites never 
made any great Figure on Earth, and are 
now reputed no better than Vagabonds 
throughout the World. | 

Your Rabb:”s reply ro this, by owning 
that our Father T1/mae! was indeed a Grear 
Prince ; bur that he was withal a 71d and - 
Salvage Man , who ſupported his Nobiliry 
and Grandeur by Rapine and Blood, dwet- 
ling altogerher in Deſarts and unfrequented- 
Places; robbing the Caravans of Merchants 
and: Travellers, —_ the Poor , and 
murdering the Innocent, Fine, they give 
this Character of him, That hs Hand was 
againſt every Man, and every Man's Hand 
againſt him. 

To this Accuſation they alſo add another, 
Thar the Princes of the Eaſ# who deſcend- 
from Iſmael! , have all along, even to this 
Day, eſtabliſhed their Thrones in Cruelty, 
Maſſacres, and Patricides. Fathers berea- 
ving their Children of the Lives they gave - 
'em; and Children purring their Parents to- 
Death: Brothers murdering Brothers, and 
ſacrificing their neareſt Relations ro the 
Maxims of a Barbarous Policy , the Reſt 
is. 
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leſs Suſpicions of Stare. And that all this 
is more eſpecially manifeſt in the Sublime 
Houſe of the invincible Ottomans.

Remember how your Fathers almoſt cur 
off the whole Race of Benjamin, o that there 
were not above Six Hundred Men of that 
Tribe lefralive.Forger nor allo,how Abimelech 
of the Tribe of Menaſſe, got the Sovereign- 
ry by Maſlacring Seventy of his own Bro- 
thers on one Stone. Your own Records ſay, 
Thar God gave you Kings in his Wrath, a- 
mong whom there was not one who was 
not a Man of Blood. And in the whole Ca- 
talogue, you can ſcarce find Four who were

My Body ſenſibly de- 
cays; Ape and Care, Watching and Sickneſs, 
with a Thouſand Caſualties beſide, have al- 
moſt diffoly'd this congeal'd Medly of rhe Ele. 
ments. Methinks, I aw now no more than 
a poor Skeleton, ro which Nature and For-

in the moſt contemprtible reds, Rags, 


antiquated Reliques of Mortality, like a Maud 
lin or Scarecrow, I hang together by Geo-

Yet, 
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Yer, ſuch as I am at theſe Years, I fill 
eſs at certain Seaſons more ſerene and 
vigorous Thoughrs, than in the Days of my 
Youth , when I was full of Marrow and 
Blood. F can feel my Soul ſometimes 
trering her Wings, and briskly ſhaking off 
the heavy, ſlimy Cloggs of Earth, of Sleep, 
and of enchanted Life , or living Dea 
She ſtruts and plumes herſelf, ſhe mounts 
alofr and glides in. Happy, though bur Mo- 
mentary Foretaſtes of Erernal Bliſs. And 
then lur'd down again by Charms of her ac- 
cuſtom'd Eaſe and Pleaſure in the Fleſh, 
ſhe comes to Hand ar Call, and being hood- 
wink'd from the Radiant Light of Heaven, 
ſhe ramely perches on the meaneſt ſenſual 
Appetite, which eafily conveys her ro her 
wonred Darkneſs. This is the changeable 
Stare of Morrals, and we muſt not expect a 
fixed' Condition on this fide the Sepulcher. 
The Noble and the Vulgar are equally liable 
to theſe Inconſtancies of Spirit ; neither can 
the moſt exalred Srate of Sovereign Monarchs, 
Privilege them from the common Frailties 
of Mankind. They are no otherwiſe di- 
ſtinguiſhed from rhe Meaneſt of their Slaves, 
than only by the Vaftneſs of their Pofſefii- 
ons, their numerous Rerinue, their unlimited 
Power , and the vain Pageantry of external 
Honour. | 
If we examine the 'Orig;z of Nobility, 
and Royal Grandeur ; if we trace the Genea- 
mie of Princes -and Portentates up ro their 
ER 0 2 ne PENS 
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theſe noiſy Pedigrees to be cruel Butchers of 
Men, Oppreſlors, Tyrants, Perfidious Truce- 
breakers, Robbers, and Parricides. In a 
Word, the moſt Primitive Nobility was no 
other than Potent Wickednefs, or dignified 
Impiety. And all the ſuccetlive Continua. 
tions of it by Inheritance, Election, or other. 
wiſe, even to thoſe Modern Times ; are but 
ſo many Traducts of exorbitant Power and 
Honour , acquir'd and propagated by the 
moſt enormous Vices, by Practices unwor- 
thy of Men, and of which the Authors them- 
ſelves are always aſham'd. Therefore they 
cover their unjuſt Encroachments and Inva- 
ſions, with the ſpecious Pretextrs of Juſtice 
and Verrtue, calling thar Conqueſt, which is 
no other than down-right Robbery, and pro. 
fefling themſelves Patrons of Mens Libertie 
and Rights, Religion and Laws, whillt in 
Effect they are the greateſt Oppreſlors, Hy- 
pocrires, Atheiſts, and Our-laws in the 
World. 

This is not only true in the Race of 1 
mael and Iſaac, of whom I made mention 
in my other Letter, bur in all the Families 
which have ever made any eminent Figure | 
and Noiſe in the World. 

Whar were the Four renowned Monar- 
chies, bur ſo many Empires of Banditi, Go- 
vernments of Free-booters, Pyrates and Licens'd 
Thieves? As Diomedes told Alexander the 
Great, © I, ſays he, becauſe I play the pri 
© yare. Corſair, and cruiſe up and down rhe 
< Seas with one fingle Ship, am accus'd as a 
| £ T &* Pyrate- 
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i« Pyrgte, Thou that doſt the ſame Thing 
& with a mighty Fleer, art calld an Empe- 
&« our. If thou wert alone and a Captive, 
« as I am, they wou'd eſteem thee no berrer 
« than a Thief : And were-I at the Head of a 
« numerous Army, as thou arr, I ſhou'd be 
* reyerenc'd as an Emperour. For as to the 
* Tuſtice of our Caule, there is no other 
« Difference but. this, That -rhou doſt more 
« Miſchief than I. Misfortune has compell'd 
* me t@ be a Thief, whereas nothing bur an 
* intolerable Pride, and inſatiable Avarice 
* puts thee upon the ſame-Courle of Life. 
*.If Fortune wou'd prove more favourable 
* ro me, perhaps I might become berrer : 
* Whereas, thy continual Succefles make 
* thee bur the worſe. Alexander admiring 
the Boldnefs of the Man, and the Reſolute- 
nels of his Spirit, gave him a Command in 
his Army,. thar.ſo he might rob and Plunder 
from thenceforth by Authorzty. 

Bur, I ſhou'd have begun higher in Anti» 
quity with the Empire of , the Afſyrians, 
tounded by Ninus, in the Blood and Slaugh- 
ter, Ruine and.

Husband, Which . being done, ſhe ſucceed-

Wall ; at laſt was kil'd by her Son -Ninya, 
Thus was the Afſhrian Monarchy eſtabliſhed 
in Regicides, Maſſacres, and Carnage. And 
by the ſame Methods 'rwas tranflared by 4. 
baftus to the Medes, He having caus'd $a. 
danapalus, the laſt, and moſt effeminare «f 
all the A/hrian Kings, to die in the midſt of 
his Concubines. Thus was- Treathery and 
Murder handed down with the . Sovereign 
Power ; ill ar length Cyrus the Perſian trans 
ferr'd them to his Country. Whoſe Son Can 
byſes raid the Second Univerſal Monarchy, 
on the addirional Ruines of many othe 
Kingdoms, cementing it with the Blood d 
his Brother and his Son. Yer, after all, 


it was tranſlated ro the Macedonians , bj 
Alexander the Great, not without an equi 
Guilt of Parricide, and other Exorbiran 
Vices. From whom ar laft it deyolv'd to th 
Romans. 

What need I mention the ſcandalous Birt 
of Romulus and Remus, the Twin-Sons 
an Inceſtuous Veſtal ? Or, their debauch' 
Education under a common Proſtitute, fa 
louſly veil'd by the Reman Hiſtorians, unde 
the Title of a H/off, ro render the Origin d 
their Empire - Miraculous > Why ſhou'd 
recount the Horrid Fratricide committed 
Romulus on Remus his Brother ; or rhe 
brated Rape of Sabine Wives , Virgins, 
Widows ? Ir-will ſeem invidions, ro call 
Mind the deteftable Murder of Titus Taci 
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the Good old Caprain of the Sabines, with 
many other Barbarous Maſſacres. Yer theſe 
enormous Crimes were the Foundations of 
the Roman Grandeur and Nobility, fo for- 
midable afterwards 10 the whole Earth. 
And the Superſtruture was anſwerable , 
through all the various Changes and Revolu- 
tions of Government, even to the Reign of 
Auruſtus Caeſar , under whom Rome gain'd 
the Tirle of the Fourth Univerſal Monar- 
chy. | 

This Emperour, though he was efteem'd 
the molt Merciful and Juſt Prince on Earth, 
yer he eftabliſh'd his Throne in rhe Blood of 
his Kindred, ſacrifcing the Children of his 
Uncle tothe ends of State: And that he mighr 
not deviate from . the Royal Ingratirude of 
other Princes, he barbarouſly extinguiſh'd the 
Of-ſpring of his Fathers Brother, who had 
adopred him to the Inhericance of the Imperial! 
Dignity. Scorning by an unkingly Tender- 
neſs, to ſpare the glorious Names of Antony 
and Cleopatra, ro whom he was ſo nearly re- 
lated, and who had inveſted him with the 
Power of being ſo inhumane. 

I will not make thee ſick, by rehearſing 
the abominable Lives and wicked -Actions 
of the Nero's, Domitian's, Catigula's , Hes 
liopabulus's, Galienus's, and the reit of thoſe 
Royal Monſters, Hiſtory ir ſelf bluſhes ro 
recite fuch Prodigies of Impiety, and 
their very Names are odious to all Genes 
rations, 
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If we paſs from. rheſe mighty Empires to 
Kingdoms of leſs Note, we ſhall ftill rrace 
the Foor-ſteps of the ſame Vices. Both An- 
cient and ern Records are full of theſe 
Tragedies. The Original Kingdom of the 
Greeks took its Riſe from the Parricide of 
Dardanus ; and the Female Empire of the 
Amazons, began in the barbarous Maſſacre of 
cheir Husbands. All Ages and Nations afford 
us Examples of this Nature ; and the higheſt | 
Honours, Dignities and Commands were 
ever acquir'd and maintain'd by the Higheſt 
Injuftice.

a Crown « Force, to ſave their Lives. 

Yer this is the Misforrune of all the Ex 
Fern Courts, that they cannor fee a Prince 
aſcend the Throne, without rhe Slaughter of | 
his Brethren, and all rhar can be ſuſpected to 

rerend. or ſtand in Competition with him 
be the Sovereignty. 

However, ir muſt be confeſs'd that the In | 
dian Policy in this Point is far more gene. 
rous, than that of the Ortomans or Perſians, 
Who either immediately after their Poſſeflion 
of the Throne, murder in cold Blood all the 
reſt of their Lineage ; or ar leaſt impriſon 
them in ſome dark Dungeon during their 
Lives, ard not ſeldom pur our their Eyes. 
And this is owing to the Diſadvantage the 
unhappy Children of our Monarchs lie under, 
in that from their Infancy they are contin'd 
to the Seraglio, and educared under the Tu- 
telage of Women and Eunuchs, even during 
the whole life of their Father ; fo that he 
who is advanc'd to the Throne, has all the 
reit in his Cuſtody the tirit Hour of his 
Reign.

Sublime Degree of Honour in this Kingdom, 
next to that of being made Peer of tht 
Realm. 

Conriers arrive one at the Heels of anothe 
from the Dake. of Beaufort, who is Crub 
fing abour on the Mediterranean.

The Idez which I already entertain of ſo 
unmeaſurable a Duration, 1s only founded 
on my own Natural Thoughts, and fupporr- 
ed by rhe Concurrent Opinion of Wat 
Ancient Philoſophers.

No care 
of Health, or Fear of Diflolurion by Sickneſ,, 
can tempt one of the Brachman Race, to 
taſte a Bir of Fleſh: Much leſs cou'd they 
be induc'd by rhe meer pleaſure of their Ap- 
petites, tro commir that which they eſteem 
{o enormous a Sin, and the very Fountain 
of all other Vices. They count it the great. 
eſt Injuſtice that can be, to ſu'ftain rheir own 
Lives, by the Death of any of their Fellow 
Animals ; and they eſteem ir a Puſillanimiy 
unbecoming a Man, when he dares not ven- 
ture his Life on the Fruits of the Earth, 
and the Milk of Cattel, which he may en- 
Joy in Innocence, and Nature affords him 
more than enough, of all Sorts of lawful 
Nouriſhmenr. 

This Relizious Abſtinence, is the Mother 
of Heroick Vertues ; and thoſe who practice 
it inviolably, are always in a State to contemn 


rhe World, Death, and all Momenrary | 
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Things. Hence ir is, that the Indians go. | 
the Inv;/icle World as cheerfully, as they | 
wou'd take a Journey ro China, and Perſis\ 


Turky, or any other Part of the Earth. For 
they cſteem Death no other than a ſetring 
our, or Voyage of the Soul ro a more agree- 
able Religion. 


Bur, I need not infit fo much on theſe! 
Things to thee, who haſt been among them 
a 
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and art familiarly acquainred with their Ge- 
nins and inclination. I flide into this Dif- 
courſe inſenibly, by the Pleaſure I rake in

Territories in the other Three Quarters ofthe 
World. Yer the roo great Extent of their 
Power has weaken'd its Vigor ; the Aﬀfluence 
of their Wealth, has really impoveriſh'd 
them; and by ſtraining their Honour too 
high, they have crack'd it, being now of lir- 
tle or no Ecem in Europe. Their Glory 


fades, at. the riſing” Grandeur of France, 
which -makes radiant and ſwift Advances 
towards irs Zenith, This young Monarch is 
already become the Arbiter of all Chri-

grateful Daughters, Italiang, French, Spani 
and Portugueze, Theſe are fer Na Of 


ſpring, begot during the Roman Conqueſts 
n the ls and degenerating after that Em- 
pure was in its Decline, . So that now they 

are 
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are taken for no better than Mongre/s or Ba- 
ſtards. In Spaniſh there is a great Mixrure 
of Gothiſh and Moreſco Words ; the French 
retain many .of their old Gaz!;/þ Idioms. 
The Italian is corrupted with a Hotch-poth 
of Words, lefr by the Vanda's, Huns and 
Longobards. Yer that Fault is recompenc'd by 
Abundance of Greek Erymologies. As for 
the Portugueze, *tis but a Dialect of Spaniſþ, 
and lies under the ſame ImperfeCtions. 

The only pure Maternal! Languages now 
current among the common People in any 
Part of Europe, are the Teutonick, Sclavonick, 
and Brit;/h : The Firſt is ſpoken in Germany 
to Perfection, bur corruptly in Suedeland, 
Denmark and the United Provinces. The 

cond is common to the Hungarians, Mol- 
davians, Poles, Raſhians, and many other 
Nations. The laſt is confin'd to the Welſh, 
a People inhabiting a Corner of Great Britain, 
driven thither by the Victorious Saxons their 
Conquerors, above a Thouſand Years ago. 
As for the Reſt, they are only mix'd Dialedts, 
and fo not worth raking Notice of ; except- 
ing one Mountainous Part of Spain, where 
the Inhabirants are ſaid ro ſpeak Pure Arabick 
at this Day. They are ſuppos'd to be a Rem- 
nant of the Moors. 

The Criricks here in the ft, uſe to give 
theſe following Rules in Reference to Lan- 
guages. If you would addreſs to God, ſpeak 
in Greek or Latin, becauſe of their Antiqui- 
ty, Puriry, and Majeſtick Loftineſs. If to 
Kyngs, ſpeak in Spaniſh, in Regard of its

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flow Pronunciation and Gravity : If ro Men, 
uſe Italian, ro Women, French ; to Dogs, 
mo : Bur if you would affright an Enemy, 
or the Devil himſelf, ſpeak High-Dutch.

The German turning to him, anſwer'd brisk- 
ly, *Tis poſſible, Monfieur, it may be ſo ; but 
then I hope you'll grant, that French was the 
Occaſion of ths Curſe, when the Devil choſe 
to tempt Eve in that Language for its Effe- 
minacy, wheedling her 2 1a mode de Paris, to 
eat the forbidden Fruit.

conſtant T radirion, thar the Deluge of Noah 
never reach'd thoſe urmoſt Borders of the 
Land roward rhe Eaſt. And perhaps the 
me Reaſon may be given for the untrace- 
able Chronologies of the Chineſe, their Neigh- 
bours. For tho' they differ in the Senti- 
ments and Rites of their Religion, in their

For as the Light difius'd 
through the Air, is not properly the Sun, but 
an Inſeparable Efect of it ; ſo the Univerſe

the moſt ſigniicanr Language in the World 
has no other way to expreſs things of this 
abſtruſe Nature, They are too ſublime far 
humane Thought ; much more do they tran» 
ſcend the Power of Speech, All the Dic- 
lets on Earth are roo barren of Words, and 
Words roo defective in Senſe, ro deſcribe ths

But thou haſt ſtemm'd the Tide of his 
Glory, humbled the Maritine People his Cor 
fFederates, and by that means made thy ſelf a 
way into the Archipelago and Mediterranean, 
where thou rideſt as another Neptune, Kn} 
of the Waters. 
Take nor this for Flattery ; for I tell thee, 
I have nor ſaid ſo much to a Baſſa of the Ses 
thele Seven and Twenty Years : _ - 
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deed had I any Reaſon. He that merited 
the moſt Applauſe in all rhar Time, was the 
Brave Jorneſan Muſtapha. And I addreſs'd 
nv more to him than his due. Forrune did 
not favour him, or elſe he had done preat 
things. As for the Reſt, they were generally 
Men never bred ro Sea-Afairs, but Minior $ 
of the Court, or Bullies of the Ciry, who 
were better at making a Noiſe, than at any 
Adtion of Hazard or Importance. And there 
were ſome Bold Renegadoes, but they play'd 
faſt and looſe, and no body knew where to 
have 'em. 

Treachery infeCts the whole World ; bur 
in theſe Y:tern Parts it reigns as in its Cen- 
ter. Here's nothing bur Undermining and 
Ambuſhes : One State trepanning another out 
of their Guards, and then they play their 
own Game. 

It would be endleſs ro acquaint thee with 
the Original of the __ rween the En- 
pliſh and the Dutch. Let it be enough for 
thee ro know, that theſe People are at odds 
now : And in Regard the Strength of both 
Nations lies in their Shipping, they are pre- 
paring to cover the Northern Seas with Na- 
vies : Bur the Iſlanders ſtill ger the beſt on'r, . 
They claim the Sovereignty of thoſe Seas, 
and in my Opinion they deſerve it, I ſpeak 
according to my Intelligence ; being aflur'd. 
that no Nacicn ever prevail'd againſt 'em on 
that Element. 

They have had a terrible Fight this Sum- 
mer, Wherein the Dutch loſt Seventeen Sh: ps 
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of War, beſides Veſſels of ſmaller Note. The 
Commander of the Engliſh Fleer 1s call'd the 
Duke of York, a Great General, and Brother 
to the Engliſh King. His Name was famous 
in France and Flanders, during the Spaniſh 
War. And tho the Land afforded him no far- 
ther Occaſions of Glory, yer he has found 
ſome in the Sea. Opdam, the Greateit 44 
miral that ever the Dutch could boaſt of, fell 
a Sacrifice to his Genius. 

I am the more Particular in this Relation, 
becauſe ir is fit thou ſhould't know the-Cha- 
racters of all the Brave Heroes living, 

Since this Fight, the Kzng . of France has 
ſent an Embaſſador to the Enpliſh Court to 
mediate a Peace, What Ifſue his Negotiati- 
on. will have, 1s of no great Import to-us, 
who ſerve the Grand Signior , Sole Lord of the 
Foxr Seas.; Bur I will rell thee ſomething 
which it- concerns thee to. know. 

The King of France is a going to cut a 
Canal through Part of his Kingdom, by.which 
the Mediterranean may be joyn'd to the Main 
Sea. This is a vaſt Deſign, and much dil- 
cours'd of in Europe, being a Parallel to what 
has been formerly attempred by ſome Kings 
of Egypt, and Emperours of Rome, to joyn the 
Mediterranean and Red Sea together , for 
the ſake of an eafier Traffick ro rhe Euſt- 
Indies. |

Perhaps, fome Souls unite 
with Air, whilſt others mix with Water, 
Earth or purer Skies. This for irs horrid

To ſpeak Incognito with 
Dryads, Hamadryads, and the Sporting Ec- 
cho's ; To lie diffolv'd in Looſe, yetInno- 
cent Enjoymenrs on the Banks ; ro talk with 
Nature, with Immortal Subſtances, and with 
_ it ſelf > Oh God ! Is nor this raviſh- 
wg 

'Tisdifficulr ro ſay, whether ir would be 
Pleaſant or Painful ro return from theſe In- 
effable Parades of the Soul, ro our Domeſtick 
Felicities, tho' even in a Rural Life, -which I 
acknowledge to be the Happieft on Earth. 
Yer there ts trace the Herds and Flocks, ro 
walk amidft rhe High-grown Corn, and 
Graſs, to pluck the bearded Ears of Barley, 
to ler our Eyes rowl o'er the various Fi- 
gures of rhe Wind-blown Whear and Miller, 
our Noſes to ſuck the Fragrant Airs of Mar- 
joram, Thyme, Oranges and Limons, with 
Innumerable Spices ; our Ears rohear the In- 
imitable Melody of Birds, and every Senſe ro 
be tranſported, ſnatch'd away and laſt in Sa- 
cred Ecſtacies ; muſt needs be rank'd among 
the Higheſt Kinds of Earrhly Pleaſures. 

But to deſcend from theſe Enjoyments, to 
the Meaneſt and moſt Conamon Diverfions

My 
Eyes can find no grateful Proſpects, bar 
daſh'd, with ſurly rugged Looks of proud 
and. wealthy Infide/s ; or with the fly Saty- 
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ſick Smiles of —— People, who con- 
tremn me for my Bandy-Legs, and Crooked 
Back. 

In a word, my dear Baſſa, I long to fee! 
the gentle Breezes of rhe Ea/?, purifying my 
Soul and' cleanFng it from ſo many Pollar;- 
ons.

Yer, afterall, 'tis .Neceſſary to obſerve a 
Medium in thoſe Things which pertain-to 
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Mortal Life, and ro the Perpetuarion' of 
Mankind : Such are Meats, Drinks, Nartatal 
Paſſions of the Body and Mind, | proceeding 
from the alrernate Senſe of Pleaſure and Pain, 
So when we are preſs'd with Hunger and 
Thirit, we ought nor preſently to covet the 
Plenriful Tables and Superfluous Banquet 
of the Great ; But rather ſuch a Dier as be 
ing cally prepar'd, may fatisfie the Craving 
of our Nature, without nauſeating and gþ 
ving us a Surfeir. To this End the Divay 
Previdence has (catter'd up and down the Sut- 
face of this Globe, an Infinite Variety df 
Roots, Herbs, Fruits, Seeds, with all Sorts 
of Corn and Pulſe: The Cartle afford us 
Plenty of Milk ; rhe Bees are no Niggards 
of taeiy Honey : the Fountains, Rivers, and 
Fakes, abound with ever-ſpringing freſh 
Supplics of ſweer refreſhing Warer, We 
allo have the Ule of Salt, Oyl, Wine and 
other exhilarating Beverages; That being con- 
rent with ſomany Benektrs, and Enjoyments, 
we might prolong our Lives in this VVorld 
by Sobriety, asin a moſt plcaſant Garden a 
Paradiſe of Health. * ry

This N.bobolaſſar, once more rais'd the 
Kingdom of Babylon to an Univerſal Menar- 
cy ; for before his Time it had been for ſome 
Years'in the Hands of the A/ſ5r:ians ; but he 
{ubdu'd all Syria, Phaenicia, Fudea, and 
Egypt, and expeli'd the Scythians out df 
Aſia. 

To hin ſucceeded his Son Nebuchadne;{, 
who dreamt of the Four Univerſal Mond* 
chies, that were tro ſucceed one another. I 
his Re72n was born the Grand Cyrus , who 
rais'd the Perſian "Mrnarchy. Of himvit Þ 
Recorded, Thar one Nighr he dreamed, T# 
Sun ſtood at his Feet, whom when Cyras Timit 
attempted to lay hold on, the Sun as often i 


appear d; Which the Magi —_—— 
ure 
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fare Sign that he ſhould Reign Thirty Years, 
which came- to pais accordingly. 

During this Rezgn, there was a Norable 
Duel! fought berween P7ittacus, one of the 
Seven Wiſe Men of Greece, and Phrynm rhe 
moſt Renowned Combatant of thoſe Days ; 
for he always won the Prize at the Ol/ympick 
Games. He was General of the Athenians, 
and being puff'd up with his - conftant Suc- 
ceſſes, he defy'd any Man to a ſingle Com- 
bat. Pittacus the Sage, accepred the Chal-

ver Phrynon's Head, and having thus entang- 
ſed him, thruſt him through with his Laxce. 

This was thar great Nebuchadnezzar, who 
having beiicg'd and raken Feryſalem, burnt it 
down to the Ground, raz'd the Walls, and 
carry d away all the Fews with their Riches 
into Captivity to Babylon.

' Lhave formerly given an Account to the 


- Mintiſters of the Port , of all the moſt Re- 


markable Actions perform'd in theſe ſeyeral 
Quarters ; there remains only a late famous 
Victory gain'd by . the ' Mareſchal de Turenne, 
near $trasbourg, of which I cannot give thee 
the Particulars, neither is it very Marterial. 
Bur, in brief T ſhall acquainr thee, that through' 
the Connivance of rhe Eleftor of Majence, 
and the Citizens of Strasbourg , the Confede- 
rate Forces , amounting to Farty Thouſand 
Men, got paſſage .over_the Rhine, and had 
like ro have ſurpriz'd the French, who were 
not ' above T'wenry Five Thouſand itrong. 
But - the Vigilance and good Conduct. of, 
Monſieur Turenne, prevented their Deſign, and. 
turn'd the' Fortune of War to his own fide.

Numbers of his Enemies, did nor think it fir- 
to engage his whole Army at once with 
theirs, leſt he ſhould be oppreſſed with their 
Multitude , being almoſt ouble in number

Þ Very Year the French gain Ground of 
their Enemies : They make proſperous 
Campaigns, and always come oft Conque- 


rors. 
In the _—_— the 3d Moon the Kin 
cauſed Ghaunt ro be Beſfieged by rhe Mare. 
chal 4 Humiers. This City is the Capiral of 
all Flanders, and is divided into ſeveral Qaar- 
rers or Iſles; fo is the Country round about 
it, by certain Rivers and Channels, which 
render it of extreme difficult Acceſs, and 
ſpoils all Communication. Ir is one of the 
greateſt Cities in Emrope, and is defended by 
a Counterſcarp, a large Ditch, good Ram- 
parts, and many Baftions. The Inhabirants 
boaſt that it was Founded by Fulius Ceſar. 
They have been able to raiſe an Army of 
Fifty Thouſand Men among themſelves; 
whenever they have been inclin'd ro Revolr 
from their Soveraign. Yet- they could. not 
hold out above Ten Days againſt the preſent 
Arms of France ; bur ſeeing the Vigor with 
which they were atrack'd on all ftdes, and 
deſpairing of any Succors, they Surrender'd 

on Arricles. 
Nexr to this, the City of Tpres was Sur- 
render'd ro them on the 25th of the ſame 
en 3 Moon, 
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Moon, after a Siege of Eight Days. This is 
another conſiderable City mn Flanders. 

Nor have the French Arms been Unſucceſ 
ful in Catalonia under the Command of the 
Duke de Navailles, This General having Ta- 
ken Puicerda rhe Capiral City of thar Pro- 
vince, and a Place of great Strength, being 
feated on the Top of the Pyrenean Mou» 
rains, and. defended by a Caſtle built on a 
Rock. The Prince of Conde won it in the 
Year 1654. Bur it was afterwards reſtor'd 
to the Spaniards again by the Treary of the 
Pyrene's ; who Fortifed it a-new with all the 
Modern Forms. This City has under its 
Command above Eighty Villages, and draws 
Contributions from all the Province of Cer- 
daigne, Ir ſecures the Poſleflion of Rouſubon, 
covers the Frontiers of Layguedec, and is 
eſteem'd ſecond only to Barcelona, of all the 
Cities in theſe Parts. | 

From Germany and the Provinces borderin 
on the Rhine, Fame tranſports hirher ſucces 
five Relations of Barrels foughr between. the 
French and the Imperialifs, wherein the for- 
mer always get the Victory. The Mareſchdl 
de Crequy engage with him firſt near Grotzim 
ghen, where Prince of Baden and Farty 
Officers of Note were Wounded on the Ene- 
mies ſide : The Count of Liqueville, a Com» 
mander under the Duke of Lorrain, with mas 
ny others, were Taken Priſoners : The 
French Took from them a great Number of 
Standards, Kill'd Abundance of their Men,

And within that Compals, there are Two 
Hundred Wall'd Towns and Cities ; an 
Hundred and Fifry other Places, which 
enjoy the ſame Privileges and Power as- 
the Former : And there are Six Thouſand 
Villages. : 

In the Time of Ful:us Ceſar, this Tract of 
Ground was call d Belgick-Gau! by the Ro- 
mans.

Wirneſs the Famous Expedition of 
Godfrey of Bulen, to recover. the Holy-Land, 
out of the Hands of the Saracens : And that 
other of Ba/dwin the Fleming. who made 
himſelf Maſter of Conſtantinople, and the Gre- 
cian Empire, 

The Ancient Romans us'd to ſay, That the 
Gauls fouzht for their Liberty ; the Germans 
for Booty ; and the Dutch for Glory and Ho- 
nour.

Know then, that Helveria or Swiſſerland

Wherefore 
ruſhing through Germany and pafling the 
Rhine, they were mer by the Gau/s, whom 
they Overcame and Defeared. Upon which 
News the Neighbouring Nations being ter- 
rified, ſent Embaſſadors to them , deſiring 
Peace. The Conquerors replied, They came 
not-ro wage War, or diſturb the Peace of 
Mankind : That they only ſought a Place to 
live in' quierly, where they might manure 
the Ground, without hurting any Body.

ans held, it had bur one Motion, others ab- 
firm'd it had no more. The Talnmwdifts aflign 
ir two , whilt ſome modern Afroncmei! 
among the Chriſtians are more liberal, aud 
allow ir Three diftin&t Motions. 
Trepidation, as they call ir: And this is W- 
own proper Courſe ; which ir performs, ON 
fay in Seven Thouſand Tears. A Second 
Gyration, which ir derives from the Nint 
Sphere, as one Wheel is rowl'd abour by ans 
ther. And this Circuit according to theit 
Opinion is nor finiſh'd in leſs than Forty Nim-

their Power ſhould laſt bur a Year; which .. 


being expired, new ones were. elected in 
their:Stead. . And rhe Reaſon why they had 
Two, was, that if one prov'd guilty of E- 


vil-Adminiftration, Injuſtice or Tyranny ; . 


The. other having. Equal Power might curb 
him, and rectify the publick Aﬀairs. They 
were alſo call'd Conſuls ; ro.ppr them in mind 
that they were to do-nothing Arbitrarily, bur 
in all Things of Importance, to Conſult rheir 
Fellow-Cirizens. 

So great was the Joy of the Romans, up- 
on this Recovery of. cheir Freedom ; that 
they could ſcarce believe it was true. But 
as 1t uſually falls our in any ſurprizing Hap-- 
pinels,. all ſeem'd as a Dream. And fo inves»: 
terate was their Averſion for Kngs ; thatthey: 
expell'd Collatinus from the City, only be-- 
cauſe he was Nephew to Targuin the Proud; 
whoſe Name allo .he bore. Valerius Publice- 
ts wes ſublticured in his Stead : A-Man fan-- 
gularly: 
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devored to the publick Good. He 
own'd himſelf the Creature of rhe People, 
and gave Power of Appealing; from him ro 
them. And, left he might offend chem by 
the Lofry Building of his Houſe-; which al- 
ſo ſtanding on a Rock, feem'd ſtrong as a 
Caſtle ; he pull'd down the Upper Stories, 
and made ir level with Ordinary Houfes. 

Brutus's Collegue, wasno leſs ftudious, than 
he, to gain the Favour of the Cirizens ; even 
with the Deſtruction and Slaughter of his 
own Children. For, When he perceiv'd his 
Sons Conſpiring to reſtore the A red 

narchy, he-brought them forth into the Fo- 
rum, or Market-place; and having caus'd them 
to be ſcourg'd with Rods, he beheaded thenr:
